TABLETS 


he  Greek  and  Roman  Tablets  represented  a  considerable  advance  on  the  Baby- 
lonian1 and  Assyrian2  examples  and  their  construction  was  entirely  different. 

Ordinary  Greek  tablets  were  made  of  wood  such  as  fir,  beech  and  box.  The  inner  sides 
were  whitened  and  then  covered  with  a  composite  wax,  rather  softer  than  Roman.  The  wax, 
which  was  written  upon  with  a  stilus,  was  coloured,  sometimes  red  but  generally  black  so  that 
the  letters  formed  by  the  stilus  appeared  white.  Some  intended  for  more  permanent  documents 
were  covered  with  gypsum.  In  this  case  the  effect  was  reversed.  A  pen  with  a  kind  of  black 
ink  being  used  on  the  whitened  surface  of  the  wood.  To  prevent  the  wax  of  one  tablet  rubbing 
against  the  wax  of  the  other,  there  was  a  raised  margin  all  round  each  as  is  clearly  seen  in  the 
illustrations. 

The  schoolboy's  tablet  was  generally  a  single  tabula  carried  by  a  ring  from  which  it  could 
be  hung  on  the  wall  of  his  classroom.  The  multiplication  table  and  reading  exercise  illustrated  this 
month  are  interesting  examples  of  early  Greek  scholastic  tablets.  Each  measuring  approximately 
10"  x  1"  they  date  from  the  4th  century  A.D. 

Just  as  advances  were  made  in  writing  tablets,  so  developments  have  taken  place  in  medi- 
cinal tablets.  The  Greek  scholar  however  little  dreamed  wax  would  one  day  serve  a  nobler  purpose 
than  as  a  medium  for  recording  his  calculations.  Today  it  is  used  pharmaceutically  for  polishing 
coated  tablets,  and  in  particular  contributes  towards  the  famous  "  Cox  finish  "  which  has  been 
often  copied  but  never  equalled.

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Draft  Rating  Valuation  Lists 

PROTEST  AGAINST  POSSIBLE  ABOLITION 

THE  National  Chamber  of  Trade  has  issued  a  statement  in  which  it 
condemns  a  provision  in  the  Rating  and  Valuation  (Miscellaneous  Pro- 
visions) Bill,  which  received  a  first  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  March  18  (see  p.  337),  whereby  the  draft  valuation  lists  provided  for 
in  the  1948  Local  Government  Act  would  be  abolished.  The  statement 
says  that  abolition  of  the  lists  would  deprive  ratepayers  of  the  right  to 
appeal  against  a  rating  proposal  until  the  actual  rate  demand  had  been 
issued. 

The  statement  points  out  that  in  the 
Chamber's  discussions  with  the  Minis- 
ter of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
following  the  national  rating  protest 
week  in  November  1954,  a  promise 
was  given  that,  after  the  publication 
of  the  draft  valuation  lists,  if  the  re- 
sults confirmed  the  Chamber's  fear 
that  an  unjust  burden  had  been  placed 
on  the  shopkeeper  a  fair  hearing 
would  again  be  given  by  the  Minister 
to  the  Chamber.  At  the  same  time,  in 
a  statement  to  Parliament,  the  Minis- 
ter had  given  an  assurance  that,  as 
soon  as  the  effects  of  the  forthcoming 
revaluation  could  be  fully  measured, 
the  Government  would  review  the 
position  and  would  consider  whether 
any  changes  were  necessary. 

The  Chamber  concludes  that  it  will 
not  be  possible  for  the  Minister  to 
honour  those  promises  if  the  Bill  is 
allowed  to  become  law  and  the 
Government  permits  the  new  valua- 
tions to  become  operative  before  they 
are  made  public  or  their  effects  can 
be  judged. 


Tetracycline  Prescribable 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENTS'  RULING 

THE  Ministry  of  Health,  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland,  and  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Local  Government, 
Northern  Ireland,  have  arranged  with 
the  manufacturers  concerned  for  tetra- 
cycline to  be  available  on  prescription 
from  April  4.  A  Press  notice  states 
that  the  Health  Departments  are  ad- 
vised by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
that  tetracycline  is  suitable  for  treat- 
ment of  the  same  conditions  as  aureo- 
mycin  and  oxytetracycline  and  its  tox- 
icity is  also  similar  so  that  the  same 
precautions  should  be  observed  in  its 
employment.

Australian  Imports 

RESTRICTIONS  TIGHTENED 

A  TIGHTENING  of  Australian  im- 
port restrictions  is  coming  into  force 
on  April  1.   Quotas  in  the  main  cate- 


gory of  goods  will  be  reduced  by  15 
per  cent,  and  less  essential  goods  by 
one-third.  Overall  spending  on  goods 
under  administrative  control  will  be 
reduced  by  20  per  cent,  and  goods 
now  admitted  without  quota  restric- 
tions will  be  brought  under  control. 
Licences  covering  non-dollar  goods 
will  be  issued  from  April  1  on  a 
quarterly  instead  of  a  six-monthly 
basis  as  at  present.  It  was  stated  in 
Canberra  that  the  increased  restrictions 
had  been  made  necessary  by  the  deficit 
in  Australia's  balance  of  external  trade 
and  payments  which  had  appeared  dur- 
ing the  present  financial  year.  Whilst 
full  details  of  the  changes  had  not 
reached  London  at  the  time  of  the 
preparation  of  this  report  it  is  be- 
lieved that  proprietary  medicines  at 
present  imported  on  a  "  no-quota " 
basis  will  be  allowed  in  up  to  100  per 
cent,  of  the  1954  imports.  It  is  also 
surmised  that  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals (under  category  A)  will  be  cut  to 
85  per  cent,  of  the  imports  in  the 
base  year  1950-51. 

Students  on  the  Stage 

SQUARE  ASSOCIATION'S  PRODUCTION 

FOR  their  second  annual  production 
presented  at  the  Institute  of  Educa- 
tion, London,  on  March  18,  members 
of  the  Square  Association  drama 
group  chose  Doctor  Knock,  a  comedy 
translated  from  the  French  of  Jules 
Romain  by  Granville  Barker.  The  pro- 
ducer was  again  John  Whitehead, 
whose  skilled  handling  of  situations 
very  different  from  those  of  Pink 
String  and  Sealing  Wax  last  year 
wrested  from  dialogue,  characterisation 
and  "  business  "  every  ounce  of  enter- 
tainment value.  Doctor  Knock  himself 
(Mr.  Stephen  Williams)  may  have 
lacked  something  of  the  nimbleness 
and  subtlety  one  would  have  expected 
from  one  with  so  patent  a  flair  for 
"  psychological "  medicine,  but  his 
pleasing  voice  carried  uniformly  well.

Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society  are  Dr. 
A.  Fleck  (chairman,  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.)  and  Sir  Harold  P. 
Himsworth  (secretary,  Medical  Re- 
search Council). 

The  tenth  list  of  amendments  to 
Appendix  A  of  the  1951  Report  of 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
Carriage  of  Dangerous  Goods  and  Ex- 
plosives in  Ships  is  now  obtainable 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
twopence. 

In  its  pre-Budget  submissions  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Na- 
tional Chamber  of  Trade  urges  that,  to 
avoid  losses  by  retailers  when  pur- 
chase tax  is  reduced,  a  rebate  scheme 
should  be  devised  irrespective  of  any 
administrative  difficulties. 

A  certificate  of  merit  (honourable 
mention)  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Gilbert 
Greenall,  M.P.S.,  Harrogate,  at  the  re- 
cent Salon  des  Medicins  exhibition  of 
art  in  Paris  for  his  painting  "  Gordale 
Bridge "  which  was  reproduced  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  March  12,  p.  271. 

The  Monopolies  and  Restrictive 
Practices  Commission  have  appointed 
Mr.  J.  A.  R.  Pimlott,  C.B.,  their  secre- 
tary in  succession  to  Mr.  William 
Hughes,  C.B.,  who  will  be  returning 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  shortly  at  the 
end  of  his  period  of  secondment. 

Among  items  on  the  agenda  for  the 
ninth  annual  delegate  meeting  of  the 
Union  of  Shop,  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers  being  held  in  Blackpool  April 
10-12,  are  propositions  for  amalgama- 
tion with  the  Chemical  Workers' 
Union,  and  for  negotiations  for  a  forty- 
hour  working  week  in  all  shops. 

About  350  delegates  attended  the 
inaugural  session  in  London  on  March 
21  of  a  three-day  conference  organised 
jointly  by  the  Institution  of  Chemical 
Engineers  and  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and 
sponsored  by  the  European  Produc- 
tivity Agency  (the  executive  body  of 
O.E.E.C.). 

A  recent  statement  by  the  British 
Veterinary  Association  regarding  re- 
ports of  a  mysterious  illness  among 
dogs  in  the  eastern  counties  (see 
C.  &  D.,  March  5,  p.  246)  says  that  it 
seems  likely  that  the  disease  is  a  form 
of  distemper,  but  it  is  quite  certain  that 
the  affected  dogs  have  not  contracted 
myxomatosis  by  eating  the  carcases  of 
diseased  rabbits. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Contractors'  Costs 

It  will  be  a  tragedy  if,  through  lack  of  information  from  contractors, 
the  case  for  better  terms  under  N.H.S.  is  prejudiced.  The  gathering  of 
the  requisite  data  inevitably  involves  the  contractors  concerned  in  a  good 
deal  of  work.  Much  of  the  material  required  demands  research,  and 
research  takes  time  and  trouble,  but  no  committee  can  do  full  justice 
to  its  case  if  the  response  to  its  request  falls  short  in  any  way  of  what 
is  necessary.  Though  all  contractors  are  convinced  that  conditions  cry 
out  for  improvement,  there  is  too  great  a  disposition  to  leave  the  hard 
work  to  the  other  fellow.  Changes  in  practice  are  so  rapid  that,  without 
an  up-to-date  assessment  of  present  conditions,  the  negotiating  body  is 
severely  handicapped.  For  example,  the  ever-changing  pattern  of  modern 
medical  practice,  with  its  whims  and  its  fancies,  demands  more  time  to 
be  devoted  to  the  procuring  of  new  products,  many  of  an  ephemeral 
nature  as  regards  active  life,  but  most  of  them  quite  expensive.  Ever- 
increasing  time  has  to  be  devoted  to  the  obtaining  of  such  preparations, 
sometimes  more  than  would  be  required  for  extemporaneous  compounding 
of  pills  or  suppositories.  The  least  that  contractors  can  do  is  to  see  that 
the  negotiators  are  not  short  of  ammunition. 

A  Negative  Invitation 

The  Ministry  of  Health's  letter  to  hospitals  on  the  need  for  economy 
(p.  313)  is  of  a  kind  which  is  quite  familiar  in  style  and  content.  The 
desire  to  cut  out  unnecessary  expenditure  is  praiseworthy,  and  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  advice  of  the  chief  pharmacist  is  valuable  in  this  regard 
is  a  just,  if  intangible,  recognition  of  the  expert  knowledge  of  that  harassed 
individual.  In  its  comments  on  the  pharmaceutical  side,  the  letter  draws 
attention  to  unnecessary  expense  which  may  be  caused  by  careless  or 
unsuitable  storage  of  drugs,  and  informs  the  hospital  authorities  that 
the  pharmacist  is  responsible  for  preventing  such  waste.  But,  when  the 
medical  staff  is  under  review,  there  is  again  in  evidence  the  ministerial 
dilemma,  necessitating  a  gentlemanly,  diplomatic  approach,  which  has 
surely  reached  its  zenith  in  the  following  passage :  "  So  far  as 
proprietary  preparations  are  concerned  it  is  essential  that  hospital  medical 
staff  should  be  at  liberty  to  prescribe  whatever  they  consider  necessary 
to  meet  the  special  needs  of  an  individual  patient,  but  nevertheless  they 
should  be  invited  not  to  prescribe  a  proprietary  preparation  which  is 
more  expensive  than  the  corresponding  standard  preparation."  Not  in- 
structed ;  not  advised  ;  not  requested,  but — invited  not  to !  In  an  age 
when  manners  are  thought  to  be  of  little  account,  there  is  in  this  a  delicacy 
and  old-world  courtesy  wholly  admirable,  if  somewhat  obscure. 

Far,  Far  Away 

The  news  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  sent  out 
the  torch  to  the  branches  on  the  subject  of  a  home  for  its  older  members 
seems  to  indicate,  as  you  suggest  in  your  leader  on  p.  319,  that  an  idea 
which  has  a  strong  sentimental  appeal  requires  more  than  idealism  to  set 
the  project  on  foot.  I  share  your  solicitude  for  the  branch  secretary  in 
the  problems  set  him  by  the  Council's  letter.  One  wonders,  also,  if  a 
home  for  pharmacists  is  a  kindness.  Most  of  those  attaining  the  minimum 
required  age  for  admission  will  have  spent  at  least  half-a-century  in  the 
service  of  Galen,  with  little  leisure  for  cultivating  the  acquaintance  of 
their  fellow-man  who  has  followed  another  pursuit.  To  condemn  them 
to  finish  their  days  in  the  eternal  company  of  their  kind  may  strike 
some  as  lacking  in  imagination.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  nation,  as 
a  whole,  badly  needs  more  provision  for  lonely  old  people,  and  united 
effort  to  secure  this  on  a  broad  basis  would  seem  to  offer  more  attractive 
possibilities  than  the  idea  of  segregation  which  seems  to  be  the  keynote 
of  the  Council's  proposals.  Much  as  I  admire  pharmacists  as  a  class,  I 
fancy  many  would  feel  as  I  do  in  this  matter.  All  over,  the  affair  seems 
to  be  more  of  the  heart  than  the  head,  and  it  may  be,  as  you  suggest, 
that  the  Council  will  be  relieved  to  find  that  the  difficulties  are  insuperable.

PLYMOUTH 
Film  Show 

Films  on  "  Aureomycin,"  "  Folic 
Acid  "  and  "  Counting  the  Cost  "  were 
shown  at  a  meeting  of  the  Plymouth 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently.  After  a  discussion,  it 
was  agreed  that  one  of  the  resolutions 
sent  to  the  Society's  Council  for  con- 
sideration at  the  Branch  Representa- 
tive's meeting  should  be  withdrawn. 

READING 

Legal  Aspects  oi  Homicide 

An  address  on  some  legal  aspects  of 
homicide  was  given  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Reading  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  by  Mr.  C.  C. 
Stevens,  M.P.S.,  barrister-at-law.  Mr. 
Stevens  spoke  of  the  law  as  it  affected 
deaths,  quoting  numerous  classical 
cases  of  justifiable  homicide,  and  spoke 
of  the  way  drugs  and  poisons  were 
obtained  by  murderers. 

EPSOM  AND  SUTTON 
The  Daily  Post-bag 

Under  the  unusual  title  of  "  The  Daily 
Post-bag,"  a  talk  was  given  to  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Epsom  and  Sutton  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
in  Sutton  on  March  14  by  Mr.  H. 
Noble  (secretary,  N.P.U.).  Mr.  Noble's 
address  covered  the  wide  field  of 
N.P.U.  activities  and  included  con- 
sideration of  the  benefits  available  to 
members,  especially  legal  aid,  business 
purchase  and  membership  of  the 
Chemists'  Sickness  and  Provident 
Society.  Most  of  the  discussion  which 
followed  centred  on  N.H.S.  negotia- 
tions. 

NORTHERN  SCOTTISH 

Educational  Matters 

Matters  of  educational  interest  were 
the  subject  of  an  address  given  to  the 
Northern  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  at  Inverness  re- 
cently by  Mr.  W.  A.  Park  (vice- 
chairman,  Scottish  Executive).  A  discus- 
sion ensued  regarding  the  advisability 
of  encouraging  students  to  choose  phar- 
macy as  a  career  if  the  already  high 
standard  of  entrance  were  to  be  raised. 
Mr.  Park  said  he  would  feel  very  well 
rewarded  if  the  North  would  produce 
a  few  apprentices  in  the  near  future. 
Two  films,  "  Emulsions "  and  "  The 
Story  of  Halibut  Oil,"  were  shown. 

LIVERPOOL 

Mayor  during  coronation  year 

Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  Liver- 
pool Chemists'  Association  on  Febru- 
ary 17,  Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram  (a 
former  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  described  some  of  his  experi- 
ences as  lord  mayor  of  Liverpool  dur- 
ing Coronation  year.  Highlight  of  his 
year  of  office,  he  said,  was  when  he 
entertained  his  chemist  friends  at  the 
town  hall,  and  when  he  was  entertained 
by  them.  Mr.  J.  Farrer  Barnes  said 
that  there  seemed  to  be  some  difference 
of  opinion  on  whether  the  Association 
should  have  a  presidential  chain.  He 
believed  it  should  have  one,  as  the  Asso- 
ciation was  105  years  old. 


EXETER 

Burma  Pharmaceutical  Industry 

The  urgent  need  in  Burma  for  adequate 
medical  services  and  a  pharmaceutical 
industry  was  emphasised  by  Dr.  D. 
Riding  (medical  director,  Evans  Bio- 
logical Institute)  in  an  address  to  the 
Exeter  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  March  4.  Dr.  Riding  said 
that  the  project  offered  a  great  and 
worth-while  adventure  to  young  phar- 
macists who  were  taking  part  in  the 
development  of  the  Burma  pharmaceu- 
tical industry.  Dr.  Riding  visited  Burma 
in  January  1954,  and  spent  some  five 
weeks  in  that  country.  In  his  talk  he 
described  his  journey  out  and  dealt  with 
the  geography,  history  and  economic 
background  of  the  country.  Reference 
was  made  to  present-day  education  and 
the  medical  services  in  Burma.  A  colour 
film,  which  had  been  taken  by  Dr. 
Riding,  was  shown. 

HARROW 

Drugs  in  Tropical  Diseases 

Paying  a  return  visit  to  the  Harrow 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  March  15,  Sir  Philip  Manson-Bahr, 
C.M.G.,  D.S.O.,  continued  the  story  of 
tropical  medicine  which  so  fascinated 
the  Branch  members  two  years  ago 
(C.  &  D.,  April  18,  1953,  p.  405).  The 
emphasis  of  Sir  Philip's  lecture  on  this 
occasion  was  the  dramatic  curative 
action  of  specific  drugs  in  those 
diseases  which  may  afflict  all  who  have 
to  live  in  tropical  countries.  Within  the 
past  ten  years  or  so  a  large  number 
of  drugs  had  been  developed  each  hav- 
ing a  particular  part  to  play  in  eradicat- 
ing disease  so  that  now  there  was  an 
answer  to  almost  every  tropical  com- 
plaint, yet,  in  his  opinion,  some  of  the 
oldest  known  drugs  were  still  among  the 
most  valuable  (as  quinine  by  injection 
for  certain  types  of  malaria  where  quick 
action  was  required,  and  emetine  in 
amcebic  dysentery).  By  way  of  diversion 
Sir  Philip  screened  a  number  of  photo- 
graphs taken  in  the  National  Parks  of 
Central  Africa  during  his  visit  there  in 
1954. 

GLASGOW 

Higher  Dispensing  Fees  Wanted 

Chemist  contractors  under  the  Na- 
tional Health  Service  were  entitled  to 
increased  dispensing  fees  in  view  of 
the  increased  cost  of  maintaining  their 
dispensing  services,  said  Mr.  A. 
McFadyen,  Ayr,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  in  Ayr  recently.  Mr.  McFadyen's 
statement  was  made  during  the  discus- 
sion following  an  address  given  to  the 
Branch  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Mair  (chairman 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee (Scotland)  and  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical General  Council  (Scotland)). 
Questions  were  also  put  by  Mr.  F.  J. 
Knowles,  Dairy,  on  expenses  such  as 
postage,  which  he  thought  should  be 
recoverable  when  reasonably  incurred, 
non-payment  for  water,  on  which  rates 
were  paid,  and  the  loss  of  dispensing 
fees  on  stock  orders  for  thousands  of 
tablets  supplied  to  a  clinic.  Replying 
to  the  questions,  Mr.  Mair  said  that 


once  both  sides  had  received  the  joint 
report  on  the  investigation  at  present 
proceeding  into  contractors'  remunera- 
tion, and  had  studied  it,  it  would  be 
open  to  either  side  to  make  what  rep- 
resentation might  be  considered  neces- 
sary, and  it  might  well  be  that  there 
would  be  some  basis  for  an  increase 
in  the  scale  of  fees.  Great  publicity 
had  been  given  to  allegations  of  over- 
payment in  respect  of  certain  items  in 
the  Drug  Tariff,  but  the  Press  had  not 
given  the  same  publicity  to  the  fact 
that  it  had  not  been  established  that 
there  was  indeed  any  overpayment. 
During  the  course  of  his  address,  Mr. 
Mair  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  was  keeping  a 
watchful  eye  on  pharmacists'  remu- 
neration. Prescribing  habits  were  a 
cause  of  the  variation  in  the  average 
fee  paid  to  chemist  contractors.  For 
some  months  during  1954  the  average 
dispensing  fee  for  Scottish  chemists 
was  less  than  the  Is.  6d.  granted  by  the 
Arbitration  Tribunal  Award,  and  the 
latest  figures  showed  that  the  average 
fee  was  decreasing.  The  underpayment 
to  the  contractors  amounted  to  a  large 
sum  of  money. 

MANCHESTER 

Hypotensive  Drugs 

A  talk  on  rauwolfia  and  some  other 
hypotensive  drugs  was  given  to  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  the  Manchester  and 
Salford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Rowson  (curator 
of  the  Society's  museum).  Dr.  Rowson 
said  Rauwolfia  serpentina  was  a  mild 
hypotensive  agent  with  definite  brady- 
cardic  and  sedative  actions,  and  was 
most  effective  in  the  treatment  of  mild 
hypertension  or  for  use  in  association 
with  more  drastic  hypotensives  such  as 
Veratrum  viride  in  the  treatment  of 
severe  or  chronic  hypertension.  Dr. 
Rowson  dealt  with  the  biological  and 
geographical  sources  of  the  drug  and 
described  its  diagnostic  characters.  He 
said  that  some  fourteen  alkaloids  had 
now  been  isolated  from  that  species; 
reserpine,  isolated  in  1952,  was  now 
claimed  to  be  its  chief  active  con- 
stituent. Rauwolfia  exerted  its  activity 
upon  the  hypothalamus  and  so  differed 
in  mode  of  action  from  other  seda- 
tives. There  was  considerable  variation 
in  potency  between  different  commer- 
cial varieties  of  R.  serpentina,  and  re- 
serpine was  also  present  in  certain 
other  species  of  rauwolfia.  The  in- 
creasing demand  for  rauwolfia  during 
the  past  two  years  had  resulted  in  a 
number  of  different  species  being 
offered  on  the  market  as  R.  serpentina 
and  today  it  was  rare  to  find  a  sample 
which  was  not  adulterated.  That 
adulteration  could  only  be  detected 
with  certainty  by  microscopical  exami- 
nation. The  lecture  concluded  with  a 
brief  description  of  the  use  of  Vera- 
trum viride  as  a  strong  hypotensive, 
and  of  rutin,  derived  from  Fagopyrum 
esculentum,  as  a  mild  hypotensive. 
The  speaker  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
E.  Berry  (chairman  of  the  Branch), 
who  mentioned  Dr.  Rowson's  long 
association  with  pharmacy  in  Man- 
chester. Dr.  Rowson's  address  was 
illustrated  with  lantern  slides. 
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SPONGES:  A  NATURAL  PRODUCT 


SCIENTIFIC  and  expert  witnesses, 
housewives  and  modern  dictionaries 
were  consulted  at  the  Middlesex  quar- 
ter sessions,  Westminster,  on  March 
17,  when  a  jury  was  confronted  with 
the  problem:  "  When  is  a  sponge  not 
a  sponge? " 

The  case  was  the  outcome  of  a  pri- 
vate prosecution  brought  by  Mr. 
James  Ivor  Reece  (a  director  and  the 
general  manager  of  World  Natural 
Sponge  Supplies,  Ltd.,  Buck  Street, 
Camden  Town,  N.W.I).  Declon  Spon- 
ges, Ltd.,  of  Dyne  Road,  Kilburn, 
N.W.6,  were  summoned  for  applying 
a  false  trade  description  to  a  synthe- 
tic article,  contrary  to  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act,  1887,  in  that  they  applied 
the  description  "  Declon  toilet  sponge, 
foam-soft "  to  an  article  that  was  not 
a  sponge.  The  case  had  been  com- 
mitted from  a  preliminary  hearing  at 
which  the  company  elected  for  the 
issue  to  be  tried  before  a  jury. 

A  Formal  Penalty 

After  a  retirement  of  more  than  an 
hour,  in  which  the  jury  twice  asked 
for  advice  from  the  deputy  chairman, 
a  verdict  of  guilty  was  returned  and 
Messrs.  Declon  Sponges  were  fined 
£20.  Imposing  the  penalty,  the  deputy 
chairman  said:  "This  is  obviously 
much  in  the  nature  of  a  test  case  to 
see  what  the  position  is.  I  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  inflict  more  than 
a  formal  penalty." 

The  case  for  the  prosecution  was 
that  the  defendant  company  had 
applied  a  false  trade  description  to  its 
articles  in  that  a  synthetically-pro- 
duced sponge  had  been  described  as  a 
"  sponge."  World  Natural  Sponge 
Supplies,  Ltd.,  were  one  of  the  largest 
organisations  dealing  with  sponges  in 
the  world,  and  their  business  not  only 
concerned  sponges,  but  also  the  syn- 
thetic sponge,  and  therefore  they  were 
interested  "  in  both  sides  of  the  line." 
They  held  the  view  that  there  was 
room  for  both  types  of  trade,  pro- 
vided that  it  was  made  known  quite 
clearly  when  the  goods  were  sold  that 
there  was  a  differentiation.  The  syn- 
thetic type  of  sponge  produced  by  their 
company  was  in  fact  clearly  marked 
as  such.  At  the  turn  of  the  century 
synthetic  sponges  began  to  appear  on 
the  market.  Owing  to  scarcity  during 
the  1939^15  war  their  manufacture 
prospered  and  there  was  now  a  large 
sale  for  them  in  this  country.  "  Until 
about  twelve  months  ago,  manufac- 
turers of  synthetically  produced  spon- 
ges were  consistently  and  plainly 
marking  their  wares  to  indicate  this, 
and  indeed  many  still  do.  But  the  de- 
fendant company  decided  to  abandon 
the  use  of  the  word  '  synthetic  '  and 
marketed  their  products  as  '  sponges  ' 
without  the  necessary  qualifying  word 
to  indicate  that  they  were  manufac- 
tured articles."  It  was  for  that  reason 
that  the  prosecution  had  been  brought. 

The  matter  came  to  a  head  on  May 
11,  1954,  when  a  solicitor's  letter  was 
sent  on  behalf  of  World  Natural 
Sponge  Supplies  to  the  defendant  com- 
pany pointing  out  that  the  omission  of

the  word  "  synthetic "  represented  a 
false  trade  description  under  the  Act 
and  asking  for  the  description  to  be 
corrected.  A  reply  received  on  July  22 
made  it  clear  that  Messrs.  Declon  had 
no  intention  of  complying  with  the 
request.  The  reason  given  was  that  the 
word  "  sponge "  was  considered  by 
them  to  be  a  generic  term  covering 
both  types  of  sponges.  They  did  not 
consider  they  had  infringed  the  Act. 

The  prosecution  submitted  that  that 
defence  was  an  argument  ill-founded 
in  law.  An  analogy  would  be  to  apply 
the  term  "  generic "  to  the  product 
cream.  Synthetic  cream  was  required 
to  be  labelled  and  marketed  as  such. 
The  argument  could  also  be  applied 
to  silk  and  other  commodities.  "  The 
genuine  article  is  entitled  to  be  called 
by  its  proper  name,  and  any  substitute 
articles  clearly  marked  as  substitutes." 

Plaintiff's  Definition 

The  first  of  four  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution  was  Mr.  Reece.  Asked  to 
define  a  sponge,  Mr.  Reece  replied: 
"  It  is  one.  of  the  lowest  forms  of  ani- 
mal life.  It  is  fished  out  of  the  water 
alive  and  the  sponge  is  actually  killed. 
It's  life-blood  is  then  milked.  When 
this  is  done  the  skeleton  remains. 
Nothing  else  is  a  sponge  except  that." 
Handed  a  group  of  eight  exhibits  in 
the  witness  box,  Mr.  Reece  said  they 
were  different  types  of  sponges  which 
were  used  for  medical  purposes,  in 
connection  with  horses,  or  by  children. 

He  agreed  that  on  October  15,  1954, 
he  purchased  from  a  branch  of  a  mul- 
tiple chemist  for  2s.  lid.  an  article 
exhibited.  It  was  labelled  "  Declon 
Toilet  Sponge  Foam  Soft."  He  denied 
that  it  was  a  sponge.  "  It  is  a  synthetic 
article  and  mass-produced,"  he  said. 
Asked  to  examine  further  exhibits,  Mr. 
Reece  identified  them  as  substitute 
sponges  marketed  by  his  company  and 
labelled  as  such. 

Under  cross  -  examination,  Mr. 
Reece  denied  that  his  company  was 
not  doing  well  in  business  and  sought 
therefore  to  damage  its  competitors. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  he  had 
asked  Messrs.  Declon  to  withdraw 
their  description. 

"  You  wanted  millions  of  these 
things  to  be  rewrapped  when  you 
knew  that  no  housewife  in  her  senses 
could  possibly  mistake  the  article  for 
a  natural  one." — "  No,  I  asked  for  the 
use  of  the  word  '  synthetic'  "  "  If  they 
had  fallen  in  with  your  request  it 
would  have  cost  thousands  of  pounds." 
— "  Possibly." 

Mr.  William  Edward  Cashmore,  a 
director  and  the  works  manager  of 
Messrs.  World  Natural  Sponge  gave 
corroborative  evidence. 

The  third  prosecution  witness  (Dr. 
Clifford  Walter  Herd,  47  Weymouth 
Street.  W.l)  described  a  series  of 
analytical  and  microscopic  tests  he  had 
carried  out  on  specimens  of  sponge 
and  synthetic  sponge.  In  his  opinion 
a  sponge  was  a  sea  animal  and  de- 
rived from  that  source.  It  was  unneces- 
sary to  call  it  a  "  natural  "  sponge. 


The  last  witness  was  Mr.  Gregory 
Theodorou,  59  Seymour  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.l,  who  said  that  he  carried  on 
business  as  a  sponge  importer.  He  had 
had  a  long  experience  in  the  trade 
which  included  visits  to  the  fishing 
grounds  in  Greece  and  the  Mediterra- 
nean. Asked  if  the  Declon  sponge  pro- 
duct indicated  to  him  could  be  classi- 
fied as  a  "  sponge,"  Mr.  Theodorou 
answered:  "  Certainly  not." 

After  a  short  address  to  the  jury  in 
which  the  case  for  the  defence  was 
outlined,  seven  witnesses  were  called. 
Mr.  John  Desmond  Goldhill  (a  direc- 
tor of  Declon  Sponges,  Ltd.),  asked  to 
identify  one  of  the  exhibits,  said  it 
was  a  "  natural  sponge."  When  re- 
ferred to  one  of  his  company's  pro- 
ducts he  called  it  a  "  plastic  sponge." 
He  classed  all  the  specimens  before 
the  court  under  the  generic  term 
"  sponges."  That  was  a  right  and  pro- 
per description  and  had  been  accepted 
as  such  for  many  years. 

Asked  how  many  synthetic  sponges 
were  made  in  this  country  each  year, 
Mr.  Goldhill  replied  that  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  estimate  the  figure,  but  it 
might  be  at  least  7  millions.  The  sale 
of  natural  sponges  had  fallen  off  con- 
siderably since  the  war.  "  From  the 
hygienic  point  of  view  I  would  plump 
for  this  one  "  (a  plastic  product). 

Mr.  George  William  Price,  Empire 
Court,  Wembley,  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  a  retail 
chemist  for  forty  years,  told  the  court 
that  he  would  refer  to  all  the  exhibits 
as  "  sponges."  When  customers  called 
at  his  shop  they  would  always  use  that 
word,  and  he  would  then  inquire  the 
type  that  was  required.  Never  had  he 
been  specifically  asked  for  a  "  syn- 
thetic product."  After  another  chemist 
had  given  similar  evidence,  four 
housewives  entered  the  witness  box 
and  told  the  jury  that  they  were  also 
in  the  habit  of  referring  to  both 
natural  and  synthetic  sponges  gener- 
ally as  "  sponges." 

The  Point  at  Issue 

The  deputy  chairman  in  his  sum- 
ming-up told  the  jury  that  they  must 
dismiss  from  their  minds  the  fact  that 
the  prosecution  was  a  private  one  and 
that  there  might  be  motives  behind  it 
which  could  cause  damage,  expense,  Ci 
inconvenience.  The  law  affecting  those 
cases  was  framed  to  protect  the  public 
from  being  sold  something  under  a 
description  that  was  false.  It  was  irre- 
levant to  the  jury  what  effect  the 
result  might  have  on  trade  interests. 
The  only  point  at  issue  was  simply 
whether  the  description  was  true  or 
false.  The  jury  would  have  to  decide 
whether,  after  a  great  many  years,  the 
word  "  sponge,"  which  had  always 
been  accepted  as  describing  a  form  of 
animal  life  reduced  to  a  skeleton, 
might  now  have  developed  by  modern 
invention  in  the  English  language,  as 
had  applied  to  other  words,  to  become 
a  generic  term  covering  any  article 
used  in  the  nature  of  a  sponge.  The 
jury's  decision  was  as  stated  above.

The  coroner  said  it  was  "  a 
case  in  10,000." 

Barbiturate  Suicides. — A  verdict  of 
suicide  by  taking  barbiturates  while 
the  balance  of  her  mind  was  disturbed 
was  recorded  by  the  West  Den- 
bighshire coroner  at  Ruthin,  Den- 
bighs,  recently,  on  Dr.  Mary  Alexa 
Guest,  56  Queens  Drive,  Wavertree, 
Liverpool.  A  doctor  who  made  a  post 
mortem  said  that  Dr.  Guest  had  prob- 
ably taken  about  90  grains  of  barbi- 
turates, which  would  be  far  more  than 
a  fatal  dose. — The  verdict  at  a  Wrex- 
ham inquest  on  February  10  on  Mrs. 
Sarah  Catherine  Griffiths,  Smith 
Street,  Rhos,  Wrexham,  was  that  she 
took  her  own  life  while  the  balance  of 
mind  was  disturbed.  A  doctor  said 
that  Mrs.  Griffiths  had  died  from 
asphyxia  caused  by  poisoning  due  to 
a  fatal  dose  of  butobarbitone  equal  to 
about  125  tablets.

IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  A  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


MR.  Harold  Wilson  asked  the 
Attorney-General  "  if  he  is  aware  that 
trade  association  courts  are  acting  in 
support  of  conspiracies  in  restraint  of 
trade  and  what  action  he  proposes  to 
take  in  the  matter."  Sir  R.  E.  Man- 
ningham-Buller  (Attorney-General) 
said,  in  a  written  answer  on  March  16, 
that  Section  2  of  the  Trade  Union  Act, 
1871,  provided  that  the  purposes  of 
any  trade  union  should  not,  by  reason 
merely  that  they  were  in  restraint  of 
trade,  be  deemed  to  be  unlawful  so  as 
to  render  any  member  of  such  trade 
union  liable  to  criminal  prosecution 
for  conspiracy  or  otherwise.  He 
was  not  aware  of  any  actions  by 
trade  association  tribunals  in  restraint 
of  trade  that  were  not  protected  by 
that  Section  and  he  did  not  therefore 
propose  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter. 

Transfer  of  Food  Ministry  Functions 

A  draft  Order  (the  Transfer  of 
Functions  (Ministry  of  Food)  Order 
1955)  was  laid  before  Parliament  on 
March  16.  It  is  designed  to  provide 
for  the  amalgamation  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  and  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries  and  to  transfer  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  cer- 
tain functions  in  Scotland  now  per- 
formed by  the  Minister  of  Food.  A 
Press  notice  states  that  the  question  of 
Ministerial  responsibility  for  the  vari- 
ous aspects  of  food  and  drug  admini- 
stration in  England  and  Wales  is  still 
under  consideration;  and  such  changes 
in  that  field  as  may  be  decided  on  will 
be  the  subject  of  a  separate  Order.

Sir  W.  Churchill  (Prime  Minister) 
told  Mr.  Charles  Orr-Ewing  in  a 
written  reply  on  March  17  that  the 
Queen  had  required  the  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Awards  to  Inventors  to 
hear  and  determine  all  claims  referred 
to  it  by  April  15.  The  Commission 
expected  to  be  able  to  complete  the 
hearing  of  claims  soon  after  that  date 
and  would  then  prepare  and  present 
its  final  report.     Apart  from  claims 


covered  by  the  Patents  and  Designs 
Acts,  appeals  from  departmental 
awards  would  in  future  be  referred,  in 
the  case  of  Crown  servants,  to  the  cen- 
tral committee  on  awards  and,  in  other 
cases,  to  an  arbitrator  appointed  by 
mutual  agreement. 

Marking  of  Imported  Goods 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  R.  S. 
Russell  on  March  17  that  he  would 
announce  as  soon  as  possible  a 
decision  about  the  withdrawal  of  the 
option  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act,  1926,  which  allowed  imported 
goods  which  are  required  to  be 
marked  to  bear  the  words  "  foreign  " 
or  "  empire  "  instead  of  the  name  of 
the  country  of  origin. 

Virus  Pneumonia  in  Pigs 

Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  (Minister  of 
Agriculture)  told  Mr.  R.  F.  Crouch  on 
March  17  that  virus  pneumonia  in  pigs 
was  believed  to  be  widespread.  It  was 
a  most  important  matter  and  the 
Agricultural  Research  Council  had  the 
question  of  a  possible  programme 
under  consideration. 

Rating  and  Valuation  Bill 

The  Rating  and  Valuation  (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions),  Bill  was  read  a 
first  time  on  March  18.  It  will  amend 
the  law  of  rating  and  valuation  for 
rating. 

Consolidation  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  (Minister  of 
Food)  told  Mr.  G.  Darling  in  a 
written  answer  on  March  21  that  the 
preparation  of  the  consolidation 
measure  covering  the  various  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  was  well  advanced,  and 
he  hoped  to  introduce  it  shortly.

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INTERNATIONAL  NON-PROPRIETARY  NAMES 

Subcommittee's  sixth  report  outlines  set  of  guiding  principles 


THE  sixth  report  of  the  subcommittee 
on  non-proprietary  names  of  the 
World  Health  Organisation's  Expert 
Committee  on  the  International  Phar- 
macopoeia was  published  recently.  The 
subcommittee  recommended  that  the 
general  principles  for  guidance  in 
devising  international  non-proprietary 
names  for  pharmaceutical  preparations 
should  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  Names  should,  preferably,  be  free 
from  any  anatomical,  physiological, 
pathological  or  therapeutic  suggestion. 

2.  An  attempt  should  first  be  made  to 
form  a  name  by  the  combination  of 
syllables  in  such  a  way  as  to  indicate  the 
significant  chemical  groupings  of  the  com- 
pound and /or  its  pharmacological  classi- 
fication. Preference  should  be  given  to  the 
following  syllables :

3.  Names  should  be  distinctive  in 
sound  and  spelling.  They  should  not  be 
inconveniently  long  and  should  not  be 
liable  to  confusion  with  names  already  in 
use. 

4.  The  addition  of  a  terminal  capital 
letter  or  number  should  be  avoided  as  far 
as  possible. 

5.  Names  proposed  by  the  person  dis- 
covering or  first  developing  and  marketing 
a  drug,  or  already  officially  adopted  in 
any  country,  or  used  in  the  national 
pharmacopoeias,  or  in  works  of  reference 
such  as  New  and  Non-official  Remedies, 
should  receive  preferential  consideration. 

Adoption  of  Principles 

Those  principles  should  be  used 
when  non-proprietary  names  were 
created  in  the  country  of  origin  of  the 
pharmaceutical  preparation  so  that  the 
original  name  could  more  readily  be 
adopted  internationally.  In  general,  to 
facilitate  the  naming  of  any  simple 
salts  that  might  come  into  use  later, 
proposed  names  should  be  selected  to 
refer  to  the  base. 

The  subcommittee  suggested  the  fol- 
lowing abbreviations  to  indicate  that 
a  name  employed  was  an  international 


non-proprietary  name: — 

Proposed     international  non-proprietary 

name:  Prop.  I.N.N. 
Recommended    international  non-proprie- 
tary name:  Rec.  I.N.N. 

It  was  agreed  that  simplified  phonetic 
spelling  should  apply  in  selecting  pro- 
posed international  non-proprietary 
names,  when  such  simplified  spelling 
could  be  accepted  in  the  country  of 
origin  of  the  preparation.  In  general, 
initial  capital  letters  should  not  be 
employed  when  international  non-pro- 
prietary names  were  used  in  the 
literature. 

In  view  of  the  danger  of  errors  that 
might  arise  if  code  numbers  came  into 
general  use  by  prescribers  it  was 
thought  inadvisable  to  introduce  them. 

The  subcommittee  thought  that  the 
time  allowed  for  the  receipt  of  com- 
ments and  objections,  following  the 
publication  of  proposed  international 
non-proprietary  names,  should  be  re- 
duced to  four  months.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  words  "  moving  in 
international  commerce "  should  be 
deleted  from  the  title  of  the  procedure 
for  the  selection  of  recommended 
names,  in  view  of  the  need  to  create 
proposed  international  non-proprietary 
names  for  drugs  liable  to  produce 
addiction,  before  they  came  on  to  the 
market.  The  subcommittee  also 
agreed  that: 

"  Where  there  is  a  formal  objection 
under  Rule  5,  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion may  either  reconsider  the  proposed 
name  or  use  its  good  offices  to  attempt  to 
obtain  withdrawal  of  the  objection.  With- 
out prejudice  to  the  consideration  by 
W.H.O.  of  a  substitute  name  or  names,  a 
name  shall  not  be  selected  by  W.H.O.  as 
a  recommended  international  name  while 
there  exists  a  formal  objection  thereto." 

It  was  agreed  that  the  members  of 
the  panel  designated  for  the  selection 
of  international  non-proprietary  names 
should  send  in  their  proposals  and 
comments  on  the  names  suggested  and 
that,  following  an  exchange  of  corres- 


pondence, the  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee should  then  decide.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  form  used  in  submit- 
ting proposals  for  international  names 
was  adequate,  but  the  importance  of 
providing  W.H.O.  with  full  details  of 
chemical  constitution,  pharmacologi- 
cal effect  and  clinical  use  of  the  sub- 
stance concerned  was  stressed.  It  was 
agreed  that  because  the  use  of  different 
names  for  the  same  narcotic  drug 
created  difficulties  in  international 
control,  steps  should  be  taken  to  name 
the  preparation  so  soon  as  information 
was  received  from  governments. 

The  subcommittee  hoped  that  as  the 
purpose  of  the  programme  of  W.H.O. 
in  this  field — protection  of  public 
health  and  facilitating  international 
commerce — became  better  known, 
fewer  objections  would  be  received. 
The  success  of  the  programme  would 
depend  on  the  goodwill  of  all  con- 
cerned. Countries  in  which  a  proposed 
or  recommended  international  name 
was  unacceptable  should  adopt  another 
name  for  national  use. 

The  subcommittee  selected  153  pro- 
posed international  non-proprietary 
names  subject  to  confirmation  by  mem- 
bers of  the  subcommittee.  The  sub- 
committee agreed  that,  in  view  of  the 
complex  nature  of  the  ion-exchange 
resins,  an  exact  indication  of  the 
chemical  composition  could  not  be 
given  in  the  names.  It  was  agreed  that 
an  attempt  should  be  made  to  employ 
the  suffix  "  resinum,"  together  with  the 
prefix  "  cat  "  or  "  catio  "  for  cation- 
exchangers  and  "  an  "  or  "  anio  "  for 
anion-exchangers,  with  one  or  two 
syllables  indicative  of  the  particular 
substance  under  consideration.  The 
subcommittee  agreed  that  a  statement 
should  be  included  in  all  lists  of 
international  non-proprietary  names 
published  by  W.H.O.  as  follows: 
"  Note :  The  inclusion  of  a  name  in 
this  list  does  not  imply  any  recommen- 
dation for  the  use  of  the  substance  in 
medicine  or  pharmacy." 


UNBRANDED  DRUGS  NOT  TOO  DEAR 

Health  Ministry's  letter  to  A.B.P.I. 


THE  Association  of  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  has  received  a  letter 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  reitera- 
ting the  views  expressed  in  a  recent 
Treasury  minute  (see  C.  &  D.,  Febru- 
ary 26,  p.  223)  on  the  cost  of  standard 
drugs  and  preparations. 

The  letter  states  that,  after  full  con- 
sideration, the  Ministry  has  concluded 
that  the  results  of  the  investigation 
into  the  earnings  of  secondary  manu- 
facturers, compounders  and  wholesale 
distributors  of  drugs  do  not  suggest 
that  the  general  level  of  prices  which 
manufacturers  receive  for  unbranded 
standard  drugs  and  preparations  is 
excessive. 

The  letter  admits  that  "  the  view  we 
ourselves  originally  expressed  to  you 
did  not  allow  sufficiently,  in  particular, 
for  the  fact  that  the  business  covered 
by  the  investigation  included  also  a 
substantial  volume  of  business  unre- 


lated to  the  National  Health  Service." 

The  Ministry  states  that  its  view  is 
that,  although  the  activities  of  the  com- 
mittees of  the  Association  that  prepare 
lists  of  recommended  prices  tend  to  re- 
strain price  competition,  they  do  not  in- 
hibit it;  that  their  primary  purpose  is 
to  maintain  stability  in  that  section  of 
the  industry;  and  that  they  do  not 
operate  so  as  to  maintain  the  prices 
received  by  manufacturers  at  an  un- 
reasonably high  level. 

The  letter  expresses  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Minister  of  Health  and 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland 
at  the  co-operation  the  industry  gave 
in  the  investigation.  It  points  out  that 
the  Ministers  share  the  satisfaction  of 
the  industry  at  the  outcome.  At  the 
same  time  the  Ministry  may,  from  time 
to  time,  invite  the  industry  to  co-oper- 
ate in  further  investigations  over  the 
same  branches  of  the  industry. 
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ATTACK  ON  THE  TUBERCLE  BACILLUS 

Experiments  in  desensitising  tuberculous  patients 


DR.  G.  R.  Brownlee  (reader  in 
pharmacology,  King's  College,  Univer- 
sity of  London)  described  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Lon- 
don on  March  14  "  The  Attack  on  the 
Tubercle  Bacillus."  Mr.  C.  W.  Maple- 
thorpe  (chairman  of  the  Society's  Edu- 
cation Committee)  presided. 

Mode  of  Action  of  Bacillus 

Dr.  Brownlee  said  that  the  tubercle 
bacillus  had  a  particular  mode  of  ac- 
tion :  — 

(a)  It  contained  a  lipin  substance  which 
enabled  it  to  reproduce  and  establish 
tubercles  in  the  host.  That  was  called  the 
"  cord  factor  "  or  "  virulence  factor." 

(b)  The  ingested  tubercle  bacilli  con- 
tained substances  that  resisted  degradation 
by  the  ordinary  defensive  mechanisms. 
Instead  of  being  taken  up  by  polymor- 
phonuclear leucocytes  and  carried  to  the 
lymph  nodes  for  digestion  and  elimina- 
tion, they  were  absorbed  in  situ  by  mono- 
cytes which  might  subsequently  be  con- 
verted into  a  tubercle.  The  non-toxicity 
of  the  multiplying  virulent  tubercle  bacilli 
for  normal  tissue  or  in  tissue  culture 
preparations  had  led  some  people  to  des- 
cribe the  association  as  symbiosis. 
Immunity  of  the  bacillus  within  the 
monocyte  appeared  to  indicate  a  bio- 
chemical lesion  associated  with  a  capacity 
to  inhibit  normal  enzymic  action  in  the 
monocyte. 

(c)  No  pharmacological  poison  was  ex- 
creted during  the  life  of  the  bacillus  or 
liberated  by  lysis  after  its  death.  Should 
multiplication  ensue,  a  product  of  meta- 
bolism induced  a  state  of  hypersensitivity 
in  adjacent  host  cells  so  that  they  reacted 
to  the  presence  of  the  otherwise  innocuous 
product  tuberculin  which  then  became 
responsible  for  the  death  of  cells. 

(d)  During  infection  the  host  could 
develop  a  capacity  to  modify  the  course 
of  the  disease — an  acquired  resistance. 

The  cord  factor  was  a  lipin  mix- 
ture, at  present  of  unknown  constitu- 
tion. The  capacity  to  attract  mono- 
cytes seemed  to  be  a  non-specific 
effect  of  long-chain  fatty  acids  such  as 
phthioic  acids  and  of  the  products  con- 
taining them  (lipopolysaccharides).  The 
hypersensitivity  effect  seemed  to  be 
caused  by  tuberculin  plus  lipopoly- 
saccharide.  Caseation  seemed  to  be 
caused  by  the  inhibition  of  proteases 
by  lipopolysaccharide.  Acquired  resist- 
ance was  induced  by  an  unidentified 
labile  antigen. 

Specific  antibacterial  chemotherapy 
was  concerned  only  with  preventing 
the  organism  from  growing.  An  organ- 
ism that  was  not  growing  achieved 
immunity. 

The  hypersensitivity  effect  was  ac- 
tively concerned  with  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  In  the  past,  there  had  been 
confusion  between  hypersensitivity 
(allergy)  and  immunity  (presence  of 
protective  antibodies).  They  appeared 
to  be  related  because  they  were  asso- 
ciated in  tuberculosis  and  other  infec- 
tious diseases.  Those  vaccines  which 
had  been  proved  by  animal  experi- 
ments to  convey  acquired  immunity 
also  produced  delayed  allergy.  They 
were  B.C.G.,  Vole  bacillus,  and  gly- 


cerol-killed  vaccine.  The  use  of  the 
demonstration  of  delayed  allergy  to 
presume  the  presence  of  protective 
antibodies  after  B.C.G.  vaccination  ap- 
peared to  relate  one  phenomenon  to 
the  other.  On  the  other  hand  the  in- 
jection of  heat-killed  bacilli  contain- 
ing no  capacity  to  confer  any  active 
immunity  produced,  in  experimental 
animals,  tuberculin  sensitisation.  Sensi- 
tisation  had  also  been  produced  by  a 
fraction  extracted  by  paraffin  but  pre- 
sumed to  be  contaminated  with  tuber- 
culin protein.  Any  one  of  those  two 
experiments  would  break  down  in 
their  argument  if  the  injected  material 
contained  even  one  living  tubercle  bac- 
cillus.  That  possibility  was  eliminated 
by  the  elaborate  precautions  taken  by 
Raffel  who  produced  delayed  hyper- 
sensitivity of  the  tuberculin  type  in 
guinea  pigs  by  means  of  tuberculin 
wax  plus  the  wax  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  More  recently  he  described 
the  same  effect  with  a  purified  lipo- 
polysaccharide fraction  plus  tuberculin. 

Chemotherapy  would  be  freed  from 
its  shackles  in  combating  tuberculosis 
if  the  patient  could  be  first  desensi- 
tised. 

Desensitisation  in  Man 

Dr.  Madigan  and  the  speaker  had 
recently  described  experiments  in  de- 
sensitisation in  man.  The  experimental 
groups  were  drawn  from  those  with 
phthisis  and  some  with  tuberculosis  of 
the  kidney  and  larynx,  pharynx,  buccal 
mucosae  and  tongue.  Each  patient 
showed  a  positive  reaction  to  the  Man- 
toux  intradermal  challenge. 

The  desensitising  material  consisted 
of  old  tuberculin  and  heat-killed  bac- 
terial vaccine  (so-called  bacterial  emul- 
sion). The  initial  dose  injected  intra- 
muscularly was  that  amount  of  old 
tuberculin  to  which  the  patient  was 
just  sensitive  by  intradermal  challenge, 
or  01  unit  of  old  tuberculin,  which- 
ever was  the  larger,  together  with  10 
x  10~7  mgm.  bacillary  emulsion.  The 
amounts  were  increased  until  after 
forty-nine  days  l'O  mil  of  old  tuber- 
culin and  0  01  mgm.  bacillary  emul- 
sion were  injected  daily.  At  that  time 
and  for  as  long  a  period  as  the  daily 
injection  of  10  mil  tuberculin  was 
maintained,  all  patients  were  found  to 
be  insensitive  to  intradermal  challenge 
by  the  enormous  dose  of  10,000  units 
of  old  tuberculin. 

Healing,  lack  of  damage,  etc., 
showed  that  desensitisation  seemed  to 
block  the  capacity  of  previously  sen- 
sitised tissue  to  respond  by  a  hyper- 
sensitivity phenomenon  to  the  antigens 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus.  Two  observa- 
tions suggested  that  the  immunity  re- 
sponse (protective  antibodies)  was  not 
modified.  First  the  desensitising 
materials  themselves  contained  no  anti- 
gen capable  of  inducing  active  immun- 
ity; and  secondly  the  patients'  clinical 
status  was  improved. 

The  effects  of  raising  an  intradermal 
tubercle  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  in  a 
group  of  eight  desensitised  people  and 
their  reaction  to  challenge  with  1  in 
100  old  tuberculin  sixty-two  days  later 


were  observed.  For  comparison  the 
same  experiment  was  made  in  a  group 
of  eight  Mantoux-negative  nurses.  A 
control  group  of  tuberculous  patients 
was  similarly  treated.  The  natural 
history  of  the  tubercles  raised  in  groups 
1  and  2  was  so  similar  that  an  ob- 
server could  not  distinguish  one  from 
the  other.  The  natural  history  of  the 
tubercles  seen  in  group  3  was  typical 
of  Koch's  phenomenon  and  differed 
dramatically  by  the  persistence  of  the 
bleb  which  became  serous  and  ulcera- 
tive and — once  a  crater  was  established 
— in  the  extent  of  the  tissue  damage. 
Also  in  that  group,  the  parent  tubercle 
often  gave  rise  to  daughter  tubercles. 
The  response  to  tuberculin  challenge 
in  the  three  groups  showed  that  only 
the  sensitised  group  remained  in- 
sensitive to  it. 

Dr.  Brownlee's  conclusions  were 
that  previous  knowledge  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus  altered  some  cells  in  a  speci- 
fic and  permanent  way.  The  antigen 
was  tuberculin;  the  specifically  direct- 
ing substance,  lipopolysaccharide.  Sub- 
sequent knowledge  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus  caused  those  cells  to  autolyse 
and  die.  That  was  the  hypersensitivity 
phenomenon. 

That  destructive  process  could  be 
blocked  and  thus  prevented  by  a  pro- 
cess of  desensitisation  with  tuberculin 
and.  bacillary  emulsion. 

If  the  prevalent  view  that  the  genesis 
of  a  B.C.G.  tubercle  in  the  Mantoux- 
negative  nurse  conferred  active  resist- 
ance was  correct,  could  not  the  same 
conclusion  be  accepted  for  the  same 
process  in  the  tuberculous  desensi- 
tised ?  If  so  it  was  to  be  observed 
that  a  state  of  delayed  hypersensitivity 
was  induced  in  the  former  but  not  in 
the  latter.  That  appeared  to  imply  that 
those  were  two  distinct  processes  aris- 
ing from  different  causes. 

Discussion 

Professor  G.  A.  H.  Buttle  asked 
whether  there  was  any  evidence  of  the 
response  to  streptomycin  in  desensi- 
tised patients.  Was  it  possible  for  an 
old  case  of  tuberculosis  to  be  desensi- 
tised and  streptomycin  tried  ?  Could 
experiments  to  done  with  animals,  the 
rate  of  spread  of  the  disease  being 
observed  in  the  eye  of  a  guinea  pig  ? 
Dr.  Brownlee  said  that  he  had  omit- 
ted to  mention  that  the  processes  of 
desensitisation  had  been  worked  out 
under  full  chemotherapeutic  cover. 
The  only  concession  was  to  withdraw 
that  cover  for  some  days  before  chal- 
lenge with  B.C.G.  In  specially  selected 
conditions  desensitised  patients  had 
been  observed  without  chemotherapeu- 
tic cover.  Chemotherapy  was  not  an 
essential  part  of  the  business.  Experi- 
ments with  guinea  pigs  had  failed. 
They  had  been  shown  to  lose  desensi- 
tisation rapidly. 

Dr.  Kay  asked  whether  it  would  be 
practicable  to  desensitise  a  human  be- 
ing with  lipoprotein  and  lipopoly- 
saccharide. Dr.  Brownlee  said  that 
the  next  stage  would  be  to  see  if  it 
could  be  done  with  tuberculin  plus 
lipopolysaccharide.

DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Nutritional  factors;  insecticides;  a  diagnostic  machine 


THE  first  commercial  crop  of  a  fruit 
that  is  claimed  to  be  the  world's  richest 
source  of  vitamin  C  has  been  harvested, 
according  to  a  report  by  the  American 
Medical  Association.  The  fruit  is  the 
Puerto  Rican  cherry — also  known  as 
West  Indian  cherry,  acerola,  etc. — which 
grows  semi-wild  in  the  Caribbean 
islands. 

Nucleoprotein  Growth  Factor 

In  research  done  at  the  Donner  lab- 
oratory of  California  University,  Drs. 
R.  J.  Kutsky  and  Morgan  Harris  have 
isolated  the  growth  factor,  nucleopro- 
tein, in  a  highly  purified  form  from 
chick  embryos.  The  new  method  of 
extracting  large  quantities  of  the  growth 
promoter  in  highly  pure  state  may  have 
numerous  applications.  The  growth 
factor  may  be  used  for  treating  severe 
burns.  The  new  purification  method 
may  also  make  possible  the  production 
of  a  growth  medium  that  would  allow 
living  tissue,  perhaps  whole  organs,  to 
be  grown  on  a  large  scale  in  the  lab- 
oratory. And  that  may  make  possible 
the  growing  of,  for  example,  pituitary 
glands  in  bottles  and  thus  the  reaping 
of  regular  "  crops  "  of  hormones. 

New  systemic  insecticides  to  control 
a  variety  of  cotton  insect  pests,  includ- 
ing boll  weevil  and  cotton  leafworm, 
have  proved  promising  in  preliminary 
experimental  trials  according  to  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  entomolo- 
gists. When  cotton  seed  was  treated 
with  the  new  systemic  insecticides  and 
field-planted,  the  most  effective  of  the 
chemicals  gave  protection  against  thrips, 
aphids,  and  spider  mites  for  more 
than  a  month.  Ihe  two  most  promising 
of  the  new  chemical  compounds  are 
known  as  L-ll-6  and  12008.  Their 
chemical  names  are,  respectively :  O,  O- 
diethyl  S-ethyl  mercaptomethyl  dithio- 
phosphate  and  O,  O-diethyl  S-isopro- 
pyl  mercaptomethyl  dithiophosphate. 
Other  mercaptomethyl-dithiophosphate 
compounds  proved  toxic  to  chewing  in- 
sects in  the  tests,  but  L-ll-6  and  12008 
were  the  most  effective.  Department 
entomologists  emphasise  that  much 
more  must  be  learned  about  the  new 
systemics  before  they  can  be  recom- 
mended for  use  to  the  cotton  producer. 
The  best  method  of  treating  seed  with 
the  chemicals  so  that  germination  will 
not  be  lowered;  how  the  chemicals 
affect  plant  growth;  and  whether  the 
insecticides  tend  to  build  up  hazardous 
residues  in  cotton  plants  must  be  dis- 
covered. 

A  diagnostic  machine  that  may 
eventually  permit  the  detection  of 
cancer  and  help  to  determine  whether 
a  tumour  is  malignant  or  benign  has 
been  developed  by  the  Veterans 
Administration,  Washington,  D.C. 
The  machine  which  is  called  a  "  soma- 
scope  "  was  invented  by  Dr.  Douglass 
H.  Howry,  a  former  resident  in  radi- 
ology at  the  Veterans  Administration 
and  now  an  instructor  in  radiology  at 
the  University  of  Colorado  Medical 
School,  Denver,  Colorado.  In  its 
present  stage  of  development,  the 
somascope,  Dr.  Howry  has  said,  can 
detect  masses  such  as  goitres,  cysts,  and 
tumours  in  the  body's  internal  organs 


which  hitherto  could  not  be  visualised 
by  x-ray  and  fluoroscope.  The  human 
subject  is  placed  in  a  tub  of  water 
where  ultra-high  frequency  sound 
waves  are  produced.  With  the  instru- 
ment aimed  at  the  internal  organ  to 
be  photographed,  short  impulses  of 
electrical  energy  pass  into  the  sound 
head  of  the  instrument  which  con- 
tains a  quartz  ultrasonic  crystal  that 
converts  the  electrical  energy  into 
ultra-high-frequency  mechanical  waves. 
By  the  use  of  ultrasonic  sound  lenses, 
those  waves  are  concentrated  into  a 
narrow  beam  of  inaudible  sound  one- 
sixteenth  of  an  inch  wide  and  are 
directed  through  the  water  into  the 
object  to  be  examined.  As  the  water-

borne  sound  waves  strike  the  surface 
of  the  object,  an  echo  is  reflected  back 
to  the  sound  head.  The  remainder  of 
the  sound  pulse  penetrates  the  object, 
and  further  echoes  are  reflected  back 
by  different  tissues  or  other  objects, 
with  an  intensity  in  proportion  to  the 
density  of  the  structures.  The  echo 
waves  are  picked  up  by  the  sound 
head,  converted  into  a  train  of  elec- 
trical signals  which  are  amplified  and 
passed  into  a  cathode  ray  tube,  pro- 
ducing a  line  of  bright  spots  on  a 
television  screen.  As  soon  as  all  the 
echoes  have  returned,  a  further  series 
of  sound  waves  are  sent  out  and  the 
process  is  repeated  with  another  line 
on  the  television  screen.  Thousands 
of  pulses  are  generated  in  that  manner 
every  second.  The  somascope 's  under- 
water sound  head,  mounted  on  a  re- 
volving screw  and  sweeping  back  and 
forth  across  the  object  to  be  photo- 
graphed causes  the  sound  beam  to 
scan  the  object  so  that  each  pulse  of 
waves  takes  a  slightly  different  path 
through  the  object  or  tissue,  produc- 
ing a  series  of  lines,  one  next  to  the 


other  on  the  television  screen.  In  that 
manner,  a  two-dimensional  picture  is 
drawn  in  the  exact  shape  and  dimen- 
sions of  the  object  being  studied.  Dr. 
Howry  has  emphasised  that  while  the 
somascope  will  get  pictures  that  x-ray 
and  fluoroscope  will  not  get,  the  latter 
also  will  get  some  pictures  that  the 
new  device  will  miss.  He  hopes  that 
the  instrument  will,  in  time,  indicate 
the  presence  of  non-opaque  gall  and 
kidney  stones,  visualise  heart  move- 
ments, and  diagnose  disturbances  or 
diseases  in  such  organs  as  the  liver, 
pancreas,  stomach,  and  intestines  with- 
out exploratory  operations.  The  tele- 
vised picture  can  be  photographed 
with  an  open  lens  camera  to  obtain 
well-defined  pictures. 

Eleven  new  mosquito-repelling  chemi- 
cals, all  said  to  be  superior  to  present- 
day  repellents  against  one  or  more 
species,  have  been  discovered  by  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  entomolo- 
gists. They  appear  to  be  safe  when 
used  on  the  skin,  but  further  tests  are 
being  made.  None  of  the  eleven  is 
likely  to  be  available  to  the  public  in 
the  near  future.  One  compound, 
known  as  20218,  has  proved  remark- 
ably repellent  to  the  malaria  mosquito, 
the  yellow-fever  mosquito,  two  species 
of  salt-marsh  mosquito,  and  the  glades 
mosquito.  In  experiments  it  was 
found  that  against  the  yellow-fever 
mosquito,  20218  prevented  bites  for 
four  hours,  whereas  a  standard  military 
repellent  prevented  bites  for  one  and 
a  half  hours.  Against  salt-marsh  mos- 
quitoes, the  chemical  prevented  bites 
for  four  and  a  half  hours,  the  standard 
was  effective  for  two  and  a  half  hours. 
Against  glades  mosquitoes,  20218  gave 
nearly  two  hours  protection;  a  stan- 
dard repellent,  one  and  a  half  hours. 
Chemically,  20218  is  N,N-diethyl- 
m-toluamide.  Of  ten  materials  tested 
against  the  yellow  fever  mosquito,  all 
but  one  proved  superior  to  the  standard, 
but  none  was  as  effective  as  20218. 
Against  salt-marsh  mosquitoes,  six 
proved  better  than  the  standard,  and 
one,  propyl  ester  of  mandelic  acid,  was 
on  a  par  with  20218.  Against  glades 
mosquitoes,  only  20218  was  signifi- 
cantly superior  to  the  standard, 
although  four  others  were  comparable. 
Two  materials,  20218  and  l-(o-methy- 
oxyphenol)-3-buten-l-ol  were  the 
equal  of  the  standard  against  malaria 
mosquitoes. 

Lysine  Production 

Pilot  plant  facilities  for  producing 
/-lysine  monohydrochloride  in  semi- 
commercial  quantities  have  been  com- 
pleted and  placed  in  production  at  tho 
Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.,  plant  of  E.  I.  du 
Pont  de  Nemours  &  Co.  The  chemical 
is  the  naturally-occurring  form  of  the 
amino  acid  in  which  it  is  most  easily 
assimilated  by  the  body.  The  new  pro- 
duct has  been  given  the  trade  name 
Darvyl  and  is  being  made  available  to 
food  manufacturers,  pharmaceutical 
houses,  nutritionists  and  various  re- 
search groups.  Lysine  is  an  essential 
element  in  human  nutrition  and  one  in 
which  many  foods,  notably  those  based 
on  wheat,  are  deficient. 
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THE  ALTR1NCHAM  PHARMACY  OF  EDWARD  HUGHES 

Old  Market  Place,  Altrincham,  Cheshire,  includes  still  several  attractive  old  buildings  that  retain  something  of  the 
character  of  a  country  market  town.  Among  them,  and  one  of  the  oldest  established  pharmacies  in  the  town,  is  the 
pharmacy  of  Edward  Hughes  (Mr.  M.  Travis,  M.P.S.).

Soon  those  awkward  initials  G.A.T.T.  may  trouble  us 
no  longer.  The  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and 
Trade  is  being  replaced  by  a  new  agreement  which  is 
to  be  administered  by  a  permanent  body  to  be  known 
as  "  Organisation  for  Trade  Co-operation."  This  is 
contained  in  the  review  of  the  G.A.T.T.  carried  out 
at  the  ninth  session  of  the  contracting  parties  in 
Geneva  which  closed  earlier  this  month — a  White  Paper 
(Cmd  9414)  was  published  on  the  subject  on  March  22. 
From  this  it  appears  that  existing  trade  rules  applied 
for  the  past  seven  years  on  a  provisional  basis  have  not 
been  weakened  and  in  certain  instances  they  have  even 
been  strengthened.  Under-developed  countries  may  use 
protective  devices  for  their  infant  industries  and  Great 
Britain  will  be  allowed  to  give  the  Colonies  "  special 
assistance  "  in  a  way  hitherto  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  agreement.  Though  quotas  can  still  be 
applied  by  countries  with  balance-of-payments  difficul- 
ties, they  will  have  to  consult  the  other  countries  and 
justify  their  action.  Countries  "  in  the  process  of 
development "  whose  standards  of  living  are  not  low 
(obviously  with  Australia  in  mind)  are  also  "  permitted 
to  deviate  temporarily  "  from  some  of  the  provisions. 
The  negotiated  tariff  rates,  due  to  expire  this  year, 
are  prolonged  till  the  end  of  1957. 

One  of  the  unsatisfactory  features  of  the  review  is 
connected  with  export  subsidies.  It  is  well  known  that 
Great  Britain  has  pressed  for  their  abolition  over  the 
past  few  years  but  with  only  partial  success.  However, 
it  is  laid  down  that  countries  operating  such  subsidies 
should  get  rid  of  them  by  the  end  of  1957,  or  by  the 
"  earliest  practicable  date  thereafter,"  except  for  a 
primary  product  which  for  some  inexplicable  reason 
may  be  subsidised  forever. 

The  O.T.C.  is  to  come  into  existence  only  after  the 
countries  have  ratified  the  agreement  and  that  is 
expected  to  take  at  least  a  year. 

A  Promising  Line  of  Attack 

In  a  recent  article  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
(February  12,  p.  179),  reviewing  advances  in  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis,  Mr.  S.  J.  Hopkins  concluded  that 
the  disease  continues  to  present  a  challenge  and  an 
opportunity.  There  were  hints,  he  suggested,  that  new 
and  different  lines  of  attack  might  enable  even  more 
spectacular  advances  to  be  made  in  the  treatment  of  the 
disease.  Dr.  G.  R.  Brownlee's  address  to  an  evening 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  London  on 


March  14  (p.  341)  described  one  new  avenue  of  re- 
search. Dr.  Brownlee,  who  is  reader  in  pharmacology 
at  King's  College,  University  of  London,  was  recently 
also  appointed  editor  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology  in  succession 
to  the  late  Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire.  In  his  address  he 
referred  to  a  feature  of  the  disease  that  has  proved  a 
profitable  starting-point  for  research.  The  tubercle 
bacillus  creates,  as  a  product  of  its  metabolism,  a  sub- 
stance that  passes  into  adjacent  host  cells  and  induces 
there  a  state  of  hypersensitivity.  The  cells  then  react 
to  the  presence  of  the  otherwise  innocuous  product, 
tuberculin,  which  thus  becomes  responsible  for  the 
death  of  host  cells  in  tuberculous  patients  and  for  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  If  sensitising  increases,  then 
desensitising  should  decrease  the  hold  of  tuberculosis. 
Dr.  Brownlee  described  how  he  and  a  colleague 
carried  out  successful  experiments  in  the  desensitising 
of  patients.  If  those  experiments  can  be  brought  to  a 
practical  level — and  much  work  no  doubt  remains  to 
be  done — an  important  advance  in  the  attack  upon  the 
tubercle  bacillus  will  have  been  made.  Dr.  Brownlee 
has  the  born  teacher's  capacity  for  elucidating  a  diffi- 
cult subject ;  and,  perhaps  more  important,  for  convey- 
ing to  his  audience  some  of  his  own  enthusiasm  for 
it.  His  eminence  in  the  field  of  pharmacology  is 
testimony,  of  course,  to  his  ability,  but  also  to  his 
early  training  under  Professor  Burn  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  College.  He  is  an  embodiment,  so  to 
speak,  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Society's  decision  to 
include  pharmacology  in  the  curriculum,  and  one  is 
encouraged  to  hope  that  pharmacy  will  contribute  other 
pharmacological  research  workers  of  equal  calibre. 

Overseas  Trade  in  February 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  February  amounted  to 
£232  8  millions,  while  imports  totalled  £320  9  millions. 
Taking  the  five  months  October  1954  to  February  1955, 
which  included  the  London  dock  strike,  exports  were 
2\  per  cent,  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  period  a 
year  earlier  ;  imports  were  12  per  cent.  up. 

The  value  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions exported  during  February  was  about  £500,000 
less  than  in  January,  but  still  £400,000  more  than  in 
February  1954.  Of  the  items  for  which  individual 
statistics  are  provided,  only  antipaludics,  at  £86,330, 
and  liver  extracts,  at  £18,780,  were  higher  than  in 
January.  Penicillin  continued  to  fall,  and  exports  of  the 
other  antibiotics  were  about  £150,000  less  than  in  the 
previous  months.  Australia  was  again  Britain's  best 
customer  for  drugs,  with  shipments  valued  at  £255,038. 
It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  she  will  maintain  that 
premier  position  now  that  the  Australian  Government 
is  to  reimpose  import  cuts  (see  p.  332)  in  an  effort  to 
balance  that  country's  trade,  though  it  is  thought  that 
several  months  may  elapse  before  the  cuts  will  become 
obvious  in  the  trade  returns.  Another  country,  Burma, 
has  suddenly  reduced  her  imports  (see  p.  255)  and  the 
authorities  specifically  mention  pharmaceuticals  as  one 
of  the  items  upon  which  it  is  hoped  to  save  foreign 
exchange. 

To  replace  the  losses  arising  from  those  restrictions 
will  not  be  an  easy  task.  It  can  only  be  done  either  by 
breaking  new  ground  or  by  more  intensive  sales  propa- 
ganda in  established  fields.  In  both  types  of  market 
price  competition  is  already  keen,  but  with  higher  stan- 
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dards  of  living  there  is  plenty  scope  for  expansion.

Hospital  Pharmacists  as  Teachers 

The  position  of  the  hospital  pharmacist  as  a  teacher  of 
pharmacy  is,  as  our  contributor,  Mr.  T.  D.  Whittet 
describes  it  (C.  &  D.,  March  5,  p.  263)  fairly  satis- 
factory in  London  University.  The  teaching  duties  of 
the  hospital  pharmacist  are  surely  of  great  importance, 
since  the  impression  of  pharmacy  gained  by  medical  or 
dental  students  or  nurses  during  their  training  influences 
them  in  their  attitude  towards  the  profession  of  pharm- 
acy for  the  rest  of  their  careers.  It  is  essential,  there- 
fore, that  the  teachers  should  have  the  highest  qualifica- 
tions possible  and  the  right  type  of  personality  for  that 
type  of  work.  They  must  keep  abreast  of  the  develop- 
ments of  medicine  and  pharmacology  and  be  capable 
of  discussing  them  authoritatively  with  their  students 
and  fellow  teachers.  Each  teaching  hospital  should  be 
equipped  with  adequate  apparatus  and  staff  so  that  it 
can  function  as  a  centre  of  pharmaceutical  research.  The 
chief  pharmacist  should  be  capable  of  conducting 
fundamental  research  and  should  be  allowed  both  time 
and  adequate  assistance  to  do  so  for  he  is  placed  in  an 
even  more  favourable  position  than  his  purely  acade- 
mic colleague  for  the  initiation  of  research.

CONTRACT  SCHEME  DETAILS 

Sir, — The  South-west  Metropolitan  Hospital  Pharmacists' 
Committee  is  pleased  to  see  the  approving  comments  made  in 
your  editorial  last  week  ("  A  Contract  Scheme  Matures," 
p.  319)  regarding  its  regional  drug-contracting  arrangements. 
There  are,  however,  certain  errors  in  the  penultimate  para- 
graph which  the  Committee  is  anxious  should  be  corrected. 
The  scheme  was  not,  in  fact,  "presented  as  a  report  adopted 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Committee  and  by  the 
Regional  Supplies  Officers'  Committee."  Following  pre- 
liminary discussions  with  officials  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  of  a  number  of  hospital  management  commit- 
tees, the  scheme  was  drafted  by  the  pharmacists'  committee, 
and  was  then  presented  in  March  1954  to  hospital  manage- 
ment committees  with  an  invitation  to  them  to  participate. 
Out  of  forty-two  management  committees  approached, 
thirty-one  accepted  the  invitation.  A  further  seven  have 
signified  their  intention  to  participate  in  the  second  year, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  groups,  including  teaching 
groups  in  the  scheme,  to  forty-three  (your  article's  mathe- 
matics somehow  have  added  eight  to  thirty-five  to  give  a 
total  of  forty-one).  As  to  the  mechanics  of  the  scheme, 
contracts  are  placed  not,  as  might  be  interpreted  from  your 
article,  on  the  recommendations  of  both  pharmacists  and 
supplies  officers,  but  on  those  of  the  pharmacists'  commit- 
tee. The  contracts  are  signed  on  behalf  of  the  participants 
by  the  Contracts  Officer,  who  is  a  supplies  officer  appointed 
to  the  pharmacists'  committee  for  the  purposes  of  the 
scheme.  There  has,  in  fact,  been  a  joint  report  of  both  the 
Pharmacists'  and  Supplies  Officers'  Committees  for  the 
region  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  22,  1955,  p.  91),  but  that 
report  deals  with  a  whole  range  of  possible  regional  con- 
tracts with  a  view  to  defining  the  respective  spheres  of 
action  of  both  bodies.  Coupled  with  the  successful  working 
of  the  drug  contracting  scheme,  that  joint  report  is  indeed 
evidence  of  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  supplies 
officers.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


Sir  Robert  Christison,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  at 
Edinburgh  University  whose  description,  one  hundred  years 
ago,  of  the  action  of  the  Calabar  bean  is  recalled  on  another 
page,  gave  in  1855,  in  the  same  volume  of  the  Monthly 
Journal  of  Medicine,  the  first  description  in  this  country  of 
the  therapeutic  properties  of  digitalin,  especially  as  a  diuretic. 
He  spelt  the  name  with  an  e.  "  About  two  years  ago,  having 
obtained  favourable  results  from  a  trial  of  Digitaline  of 
French  manufacture — for  at  that  time  I  could  not  learn  that 
any  was  prepared  in  Britain — I  requested  Mr.  Morton  of 
London  to  prepare  some  for  an  extended  trial  of  its  effects. 
This  gentleman,  with  his  accustomed  accuracy,  supplied  me 
with  two  forms,  as  suggested  and  employed  by  MM. 
Homolle  and  Quevenne  (of  Paris,  who  first  isolated  the 
compound) — a  brown  extractiform  substance  and  a  pale 
greyish-white  powder."  When  the  remedy  came  into  general 
use  it  was  to  be  hoped  the  latter  form  would  alone  be  used, 
but  meantime,  stated  Sir  Robert,  there  was  no  harm  in  using 
the  less  pure  form  if  obtained  "  from  a  trustworthy  source." 
After  giving  case  reports,  Sir  Robert  described  the  method 
of  isolation  of  digitalin.  "The  process  is  troublesome,  but 
will  probably  be  simplified.  The  product  is  consequently 
expensive.  But  after  all  a  cure  with  it  is  not  costly,  by  reason 
of  its  extreme  energy." 

Christison's  pioneer  description  of  digitalin — he  was  the 
first  to  point  out  its  valuable  qualities  to  British  doctors — 
appeared  under  title  "  Notes  and  Observations  in  Medical 
Practise."  The  second  part  of  his  paper  was  "  On  Pre- 
served Meat  Juice,"  and  is  worth  recalling  because  of  the 
light  which  it  throws  on  retail  business  in  Edinburgh  a 
century  ago.  The  article  in  question  was  a  pure  beef  extract. 
"  About  eighteen  months  ago,  when  consulted  in  the  case  of 
a  relative  of  Mr.  Gillon,  the  extensive  and  skilful  manufac- 
turer of  preserved  meats  at  Leith,  I  found  that  the  patient 
was  entirely  supported,  in  a  severe  illness,  by  the  Preserved 
Juice  of  Meat,  which  had  been  given  at  Mr.  Gillon's  sugges- 
tion. Observing  the  readiness  with  which  it  was  taken  when 
other  food  of  every  kind  was  refused,  I  was  induced  to 
try  it  in  other  instances,  and  eventually  to  employ  it  in 
various  states  of  disease.  The  results  led  me  to  suggest  the 
use  of  it  to  many  professional  friends,  and  to  advise  the 
druggists  of  Edinburgh  to  keep  it;  so  that  it  is  now  much 
in  request,  and  may  be  easily  obtained." 

An  item  of  pharmaceutical  interest  in  a  church  porch  must 
be  a  rarity,  but  at  the  church  at  Ottery  St.  Mary  in  Devon, 
is  an  inscription  recording  the  benefactions  of  a  Mr. 
Thomas  Axe  "  formerly  of  Orchard  "  in  Somerset  (whether 
Orchard  Portman  or  Orchard  Wyndham  is  not  specified). 
By  his  will  of  July  20,  1691,  Axe  directed  that  three- 
twelfths  of  the  profits  "  of  premises  at  Blandford  "  were  to 
be  applied  "  to  some  man  or  woman  of  exemplary  life  and 
some  skill  in  physick  and  surgery  who  should  industriously 
endeavour  to  help  all  the  poor  of  Ottery  gratis  in  cases  of 
Sickness  and  Accident  till  better  advice  could  be  had, 
Testator's  kindred  to  be  preferred  for  the  office — The 
Clerk's  wife  next — The  Minister's  Wife  next — The  Vicar's 
wife  before  any  other,  if  they  should  be  very  fit  or  as  fit 
as  Mrs.  Alford,  the  late  Vicar's  Wife."  Axe  also  directed 
that  all  the  profits  of  his  houses  in  Southwark  should  be 
divided  into  twelve  parts,  "  1/12  to  the  person  before 
described  to  buy  DRUGS  and  PLASTERS."  Three-twelfths 
was  for  a  fund  "  to  encourage  Steadiness,  Sobriety  and 
Industry." 

★ 

"  Did  they  have  do's  like  this  in  your  student  days?  "  The 
question  was  put  to  me  by  the  president  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  my  negative  reply  was  perhaps  an 


admission  that  I  have  one  foot  in  the  grave.  Tea  was,  of 
course,  cheaper  then,  but  I  am  not  so  old  as  not  to  vote  in 
favour  of  the  cocktail  party  put  on  by  the  students' 
union  of  the  school  of  pharmacy,  University  of  London, 
as  having  the  edge  over  the  tea  fights  of  my  day.  We  never 
had  those  varied  and  exciting-looking  savouries  set  out  on 
the  Council  table — dispensed,  I  suspect,  by  the  light  hands 
of  the  girl  students.  The  union  president  (Mr.  Norman 
Brudney)  wound  up  his  term  of  office  with  well  chosen 
and  confidently  spoken  words  of  thanks  to  all  present  who 
had  in  any  way  helped  the  union  during  the  year.  His 
successor  (Mr.  Terry  Roberts)  could  hardly  wish  for  more 
agreeable  circumstances  in  which  to  take  over.  By  one  or 
two  of  the  School  staff  (Mr.  D.  Train,  for  example,  and  Mr. 
A.  M.  Cook)  the  day  will  be  remembered  for  another  rea- 
son, for  they  had  spent  the  day  effecting  the  transfer 
of  pharmacy  stores  to  the  new  building  in  Brunswick 
Square.  That  is  a  sign  that  building  operations  may  be 
nearing  completion,  but  the  building-up  of  supplies  may 
also  be,  as  it  was  by  General  Montgomery  before  Alamein, 
a  lengthy  prelude  to  action,  and  we  may  expect  the  lapse 
of  a  month  or  two  yet  before  it  is  announced  that  the 
School  has  moved  into  its  eventual  home. 

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

30.    SODIUM  SILICATE 

SODIUM  silicate  is  placed  on  the  market  in  the  anhy- 
drous and  crystalline  forms,  and  in  liquid  form  under 
the  category  of  water-glass.  The  composition  is  at  times  a 
little  indefinite  in  that  it  may  be  alkaline  or  neutral  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  the  charge  used  in  its  production.  For 
its  production  in  the  past  a  range  of  formulas  was  used 
comprising  different  proportions  of  soda,  coke,  and  selected 
white  sand,  and  fusing  the  mixture  in  reverberatory  furnaces 
as  independent  charges.  Today,  large  furnaces  supplied  with 
automatic  charging  devices,  and  continuous  tapping  units, 
permit  the  mass  to  be  cast  on  a  non-stop  basis.  In  lump 
form,  it  usually  possesses  a  greenish  tinge  due  to  the  pre- 
sence of  a  minute  amount  of  iron.  Industrially,  its  main 
use  is  in  the  production  of  the  cheaper  qualities  of  soaps, 
where  it  is  utilised  in  two  forms — the  140°  Tw.  alkaline 
silicate,  and  the  80°  Tw.  neutral  silicate.  Its  other  main  use 
is  for  the  facing  or  lining  of  corrugated  paper,  in  the  built- 
up  paper  board  and  the  corrugated  box  industries  generally. 

While  those  activities  account  for  the  main  sources  of 
consumption,  it  is  employed  in  smaller  proportions  in  many 
industrial  pursuits.  In  dyeing  and  calico  printing,  it  is  sup- 
plied either  in  the  solid  state,  or  as  a  liquid  of  66°  to  76° 
Tw.  where  it  is  used  for  "  dunging,"  for  keir  boiling  in 
bleaching  cotton  fabrics,  and  as  an  addition  to  white  dis- 
charges on  Turkey-red  dyed  goods.  As  a  preservative  for 
stone  facings,  in  entering  into  combination  with  the  calcium 
of  the  limestone,  the  silica  forms  a  more  or  less  insoluble 
calcium  silicate,  thereby  retarding  corrosion.  In  the  manu- 
facture of  coal  briquettes,  and  ore  briquettes  for  smelting 
purposes,  it  forms  a  useful  and  economical  binding  agent.  It 
represents  one  of  the  main  constituents  in  the  manufacture 
of  artificial  stone,  and  is  engaged  in  the  pottery  and  porce- 
lain industries,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  certain  cements. 
It  is  used  in  the  production  of  dustless  concrete  floors,  and 
has  been  tried  out  for  the  surface  treatment  of  concrete 
roads. 

Sodium  silicate  is  one  of  the  chief  components  of  many 
adhesives,  and  is  included  in  a  large  number  of  odd  com- 
positions for  the  fireproofing  of  fabrics,  for  grease-proofing 
paper,  for  distempers,  in  the  pickling  of  candle  wicks,  and 
in  the  preparation  of  certain  inks. 

Under  the  category  of  water-glass,  it  is  well  known  for 
preserving  eggs.  It  is  employed  in  oil  refining,  particularly 
with  cotton-seed  oil  and  is  used  in  the  lining  of  oil  barrels, 
and  in  the  paint  and  varnish  trades.  By  the  process  of 
stereochromy,  it  is  employed  in  fixing  fresco  colours.  It  is 
included  in  cements  for  mending  cracked  bottles,  glass,  and 
porcelain,  for  pipe-jointings,  and  as  a  wood  preservative. 
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PHARMACOLOGY  BY  ORDEAL 

How  a  self-test  of  the  Calabar  bean  one  hundred  years  ago  nearly  ended  the  career 
of  the  chairman  of  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia  Committee

ONE  hundred  years  ago  this  month  pharmacologists 
were  able  to  read,  in  the  March  1855  number  of  the 
Monthly  Journal  of  Medicine,  the  first  scientific 
description  of  the  action  of  the  Calabar  bean.  It  was  a  paper 
by  Sir  Robert  Chnstison  (1797-1882),  professor  of  Medical 
lurisprudence  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  and  later 
chairman  of  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia  committee.  A 
passionate  opponent  of  allowing  women  to  become  doctors, 
Sir  Robert  never  did  anything  else  halfheartedly.  Before 
lecturing  on  curare,  for  example,  he  would  come  early  to 
the  theatre  to  practise  with  blowpipe  and  poison  arrow  for 
his  demonstration  of  the  native  use  of  that  substance.  With 
the  Calabar  bean  (Physostigma  venenosum)  his  enthusiasm 
might  have  resulted  in  his  death — had  it  not  been  for  his 
shaving  water  and  a  cup  of  strong  coffee. 

Administered  Ceremonial 

The  Calabar  bean  was  used  for  judicial  ordeal  both  in 
that  part  of  Africa  from  which  it  derived  its  name  and  in 
Sierra  Leone  and  the  Congo.  In  Calabar  the  poison  was 
administered  to  the  suspect  with  much  ceremony,  before  a 
great  crowd,  among  whom  women  were  conspicuous  by 
their  numbers  and  finery.  If  the  victim,  on  drinking  the 
potion,  had  violent  pain  but  did  not  vomit,  he  was  adjudged 
guilty  and  sold  as  a  slave.  If  he  vomited  and  suffered  no 
injury,  he  was  declared  innocent.  If  he  had  purgings 
within  twenty-four  hours  or  lost  the  use  of  his  arms  and 
legs,  he  was  sold  into  slavery.  Often  the  accused  died. 
Witchcraft  was  suspected  as  the  cause  of  death  of  a  noted 
chief,  Duke  Ephraim,  in  1834.  All  his  relations  and  slaves 
to  the  number  of  fifty  had  to  undergo  the  ordeal.  Forty 
of  them  perished. 

Christison  obtained  samples  of  Calabar  bean  from  West 
Africa.  "  I  began  a  chemical  examination  of  it,  with  the 
hope  of  separating  an  active  proximate  principle,"  he  ex- 
plained. "  But  with  my  limited  materials  success  was 
unattainable.  .  .  .  All  I  can  say  is,  that  the  seed  .  .  .  contains 
starch,  legumin,  and  T3  per  cent,  of  fixed  oil,  also  probably 
inert;  that  its  active  properties  may  be  concentrated  in  an 
alcoholic  extract,  which  constitutes  2  7  per  cent,  of  the  seed; 
and  that  this  extract  does  not  yield  a  vegetable  alkaloid  by 
the  more  simple  of  the  ordinary  methods  of  analysis. 

"  It  appears  that  many  persons  think  it  an  easy  task  to 
investigate  experimentally  the  physiology  of  poisoning,"  Sir 
Robert  commented.  "  But  they  are  assuredly  mistaken.  A 
long  apprenticeship  must  be  passed  before  anyone  can 
observe  with  accuracy  the  phenomena  of  the  action  of 
poisons."  No  one,  reading  the  rest  of  his  paper,  would 
dispute  that  statement.  Following  animal  experiments, 
Christison  ate  about  six  grains  of  the  seed  one  evening  about 
an  hour  after  taking  a  scanty  supper.  It  produced  no  effect 
during  the  hour  which  he  passed  in  reading  in  bed,  or  so  it 
seemed  to  him  then.  "  I  am  now  satisfied,  however,  that  a  cer- 
tain pleasant  feeling  of  slight  numbness  in  the  limbs,  like  that 
which  precedes  the  sleep  caused  by  opium  or  morphia,  and 
which  I  remarked  when  awake  for  a  minute  twice  or  thrice 
during  the  night  must  have  been  owing  to  the  poison." 

Next  morning,  when  he  got  up,  Christison  carefully 
chewed  and  swallowed  twice  as  much.  "  A  slight  giddiness, 
which  occurred  in  fifteen  minutes,  was  ascribed  to  the  force 
of  the  imagination;  and  I  proceeded  to  take  a  warm  shower 
bath;  which  process,  with  the  subsequent  scrubbing,  might 
take  up  five  or  six  minutes  more.  The  giddiness  was  then 
very  decided,  and  was  attended  with  the  peculiar  indescrib- 
able torpidity  over  the  whole  frame  which  attends  the 
action  of  opium  and  Indian  hemp  in  medicinal  doses.  Being 


now  quite  satisfied  that  I  had  got  hold  of  a  very  energetic 
poison,  I  took  immediate  means  of  getting  quit  of  it,  by 
swallowing  the  shaving  water  I  had  just  been  using,  by 
which  the  stomach  was  effectually  emptied." 

He  still  felt  very  faint  and  had  to  lie  down.  He  rang  the 
bell  for  his  son,  and  sent  him  for  a  doctor.  Dr.  Simpson 
(presumably  Sir  James  Y.  Simpson,  the  obstetrician)  was 
the  nearest  and  reached  him  within  a  few  minutes.  It  was 
now  forty  minutes  since  Christison  had  taken  the  poison. 
He  was  pale,  his  heart  and  pulse  were  feeble  and  irregular. 
"  My  condition  was  altogether  very  like  that  induced  by 
profuse  bleeding  after  delivery."  He  was  mentally  clear,  and 
his  only  sensation  was  not  unpleasant.  Later  he  developed 
slowness  of  articulation.  Dr.  Douglas  Maclagan,  the  toxi- 
cologist,  was  summoned.  He  thought  that  Christison's  state 
was  very  like  that  produced  by  an  overdose  of  aconite. 
Presently  Christison's  limbs  became  dull.  Two  hours  after 
taking  the  poison  he  became  drowsy  and  went  to  sleep. 
When  he  awoke  his  heart  was  still  bad.  He  took  strong 
coffee,  "  after  which  I  speedily  felt  an  indefinable  change 
within  me."  Christison  stayed  in  bed  until  evening,  when  he 
got  up  and  ate  a  "  tolerable  "  dinner.  Then  he  was  so  giddy 
as  to  be  "  glad  to  betake  myself  to  the  sofa  for  the  evening." 
Next  morning,  after  a  sound  sleep,  he  was  quite  recovered. 

Christison  compares  the  condition  in  which,  under  the 
influence  of  the  drug,  he  was  unable  to  control  muscular 
action,  with  the  early  stage  of  hemiplegia.  He  thought  that 
the  active  principle  might  some  day  be  used  therapeutically. 
He  also  suggested  that  the  bean  provided  a  humane  method 
for  judicial  execution.  Since  that  question  is  topical  in  view 
of  the  debates  in  Parliament  and  the  Report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  capital  punishment,  it  seems  appropriate 
to  conclude  this  article  by  a  quotation  from  the  final  para- 
graph of  Sir  Robert  Christison's  paper  of  one  hundred 
years  ago :  "  Death  by  simple  fainting,  without  any  pre- 
paratory painful  process,  is  evidently  what  a  humane  execu- 
tion should  aim  at  producing.  And  all  this,  I  apprehend, 
will  be  effected  by  the  Calabar  ordeal  bean." 

NEW  BOOKS 

Formulaire  National 

Association  Pharmaceutique  Beige,  11  Rue  Archimede, 
Brussels,  Belgium.  10  x  8y  in.  Pp.  268.  Third  edition. 
In  1837  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Antwerp  issued  a 
small  formulary  of  twelve  pages  for  the  use  of  its  members, 
followed  by  a  number  of  revised  and  extended  editions, 
until  that  published  in  1906  was  adopted  by  the  Nationale 
Pharmaceutique  as  the  basis  of  the  Formulaire  National 
for  use  throughout  the  whole  of  Belgium.  The  preparation 
of  the  third  edition  of  this  work  was  undertaken  by  a  com- 
mission representing  the  two  Belgian  pharmaceutical  organi- 
sations, with  the  collaboration  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Antwerp,  and  is  now  published  by  the  Belgian  Pharma- 
ceutical Association.  The  new  edition  presents  many 
important  alterations;  in  the  first  place  the  subject  matter 
is  printed  on  stout  sheets  of  paper  contained  in  a  binder  on 
the  loose-leaf  principle,  and  each  section  has  its  own  index. 
A  large  number  of  new  formulas  based  on  the  use  of 
modern  therapeutic  agents  has  been  included,  while  those 
older  formulas  which  have  been  retained  have  been 
improved  as  a  result  of  practical  experience.  All  the  for- 
mulas have  been  prepared  by  members  of  the  commission, 
in  many  instances  by  the  use  of  different  operational 
methods,  and  the  results  discussed  in  order  to  select  the 
method  which  gave  the  most  satisfactory  product.  This 
combination  of  ancient  and  modern  may  be  illustrated  by 
quoting  a  few  of  the  titles:  Axungia  Stabilisata;  Collyrium 
Cortisoni  Acetatis;  Collyrium  Rutini;  Elixir  Jacobinorum 
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(Elixir  Antiapoplectique  des  Jacobins);  Nazaline;  Pilulae 
Bromoformii;  Sirupus  Natrii  Camphosulfonatis.  This  sec- 
tion is  followed  by  a  table  giving  a  comparison  of  tinctures 
included  in  a  number  of  pharmacopoeias  and  formularies, 
showing  in  each  case  the  method  of  preparation,  strength 
of  alcohol,  residue  on  drying,  and,  where  applicable,  the 
alkaloidal  content.  Apart  from  the  formulary,  it  was  decided 
to  include  in  the  new  edition  certain  information  deemed 
to  be  useful  to  pharmacists.  Thus  the  List  of  Synonyms 
contains  the  names  of  509  medicaments  arranged  according 
to  their  chemical  designations  and  giving  in  each  case  the 
synonyms  in  use,  including  trade  marks,  and  the  index  pro- 
vided for  this  section  permits  ready  identification  of  any  of 
those  names.  The  following  sections  include  a  table  of  doses 
as  given  in  a  number  of  pharmacopoeias,  etc.;  formulas  of 
reagents  used  in  urine  analysis,  blood  tests,  bacteriological 
and  microscopic  work;  and  finally  notes  on  biological 
standardisation,  international  units  of  activity,  antibiotics, 
vitamins,  hormones,  vaccines  and  sera.

Some  reflections  on 

THE  long  awaited  report  on  the  Hospital  Pharmaceu- 
tical Service  is  out,  and  most  of  us  would  agree  that 
it  is  a  good  report  in  the  sense  that  it  is  a  fair  state- 
ment of  the  position  and  that  it  focuses  attention  on  the 
important  needs.  We  look  forward  to  an  opportunity  of 
implementing  many  of  its  recommendations  and  building 
a  much-needed  integrated  system  of  as  nearly  a  uniformly 
high  standard  as  possible. 

Paragraph  59,  on  economy  in  prescribing,  seems  to  have 
caused  great  anxiety  among  some  members  of  the  com- 
mittee who  put  in  minority  reports.  One  of  them  gives  us 
a  pretty  little  lecture  on  the  ethics  and  instincts  of  true 
pharmacists.  Unfortunately  ethics  is  a  variable  quantity  in 
our  profession.  Some  of  us,  for  example,  find  our  pro- 
fessional sense  less  outraged  by  practising  intelligent  co- 
operation with  the  medical  staff  in  the  matter  of  sub- 
stituting non-proprietary  for  proprietary  drugs  than  by 
engaging  in  the  general  merchandising  of  wines,  spirits, 
fancy  goods  and  toilet  accessories  (not  to  mention  garden- 
ing implements  and  circulating  libraries)  common  in  other 
spheres  of  pharmacy.  We  feel  that  we  contribute  to  the 
good  of  the  patient  and  the  general  efficiency  of  the  ser- 
vice by  carrying  a  responsibility  based  on  our  knowledge 
and  skill  rather  than  on  salesmanship — not  that  we  despise 
the  latter:  we  merely  regard  it  as  not  necessarily  pharma- 
ceutical. 

Obviously,  where  substitution  is  practised  it  must  be 
done  with  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  prescriber. 
That  it  is  so  widely  practised  is  testimony  to  the  confi- 
dence that  has  been  built  up  between  the  doctors  and  phar- 
macists in  each  hospital.  It  is  true  that  the  real  answer  to 
the  problem  is  to  persuade  prescribers  to  think  of  the  cor- 
rect name  each  time  they  write  a  prescription.  That  counsel 
of  perfection  disregards  completely  the  multiplicity  of  per- 
plexing names  one  has  to  deal  with,  and  denies  the  hos- 
pital pharmacist  the  right  to  use  his  specialised  knowledge 
in  assisting  the  doctor. 

Difficulties  of  Estimating  Costs 

Another  criticism  levelled  by  dissentients  was  that  the 
recommendation  regarding  the  manufacture  of  perfusion 
fluids  was  based  on  inadequate  evidence.  There  seems  to 
be  some  justification  for  that  view,  since  great  difficulty  is 
to  be  found  in  collecting  data  for  full  costing  of  such 
manufactures.  The  overheads  of  the  laboratory  concerned 
must  include  an  aliquot  of  the  overheads  of  the  whole 
hospital  for  light,  heat,  steam,  administration,  etc.  Even 
so,  the  critics  seem  to  have  been  a  little  over-anxious  to 
discredit  the  practice  of  such  manufacture,  and  they  cer- 
tainly brought  forth  no  evidence  to  disprove  the  commit- 
tee's statement.  Where  such  costing  has  been  attempted 
(and  it  has  been  done  to  a  more  thorough  extent  than  some 
critics  realise)  it  appears  that  a  500-c.c.  bottle  of  normal

ph.d.  McGraw-Hill  Book  Co.,  Ltd.,  95  Farringdon 
Street,  London,  E.C.4.  9  x  6  in.  Pp.  340.  Fifth 
edition.  40s. 

The  book's  purpose  is  to  provide  instruction  in  the  calcula- 
tions involved  in  chemical  analysis.  Much  of  the  material 
has  been  rewritten  and  expanded.  Sections  on  colorimetric 
methods  and  on  iodate  and  bromate  processes,  have  been 
added,  to  a  total  of  25  pages.  There  are  six  parts,  dealing 
in  turn  with  general,  gravimetric  and  volumetric  analysis, 
special  methods,  common  analytical  determinations,  and 
problems  arising  from  specific  determinations.  The  several 
chapters  in  each  of  the  first  five  parts  of  the  book  are 
followed  by  problems,  most  of  which  are  "  not  solved 
by  simple  substitution  in  a  formula  but  require  reasoning 
on  the  part  of  the  student."

saline  can  be  produced  for  fivepence,  whereas  from  com- 
mercial sources  the  usual  charge  is  about  2s.  The  hospital 
pharmacist  has  no  marketing  costs  and  no  directors'  fees 
to  find.  Again,  generalisations  can  be  dangerous,  and  no 
seriously-minded  pharmacist  would  approve  the  prepara- 
tion of  such  fluids  in  conditions  likely  to  endanger  the 
sterility  or  freedom  from  toxicity  of  the  product.  The 
fivepence  allows  for  occasional  testing  for  pyrogens,  but 
not  for  testing  every  batch.  For  that  matter  few  manufac- 
turers would  give  with  every  batch  sold  a  certificate  that 
it  had  been  tested  for  pyrogens. 

The  notes  on  out-patient  dispensing  roused  our  curiosity 
to  the  extent  of  analysing  a  week's  work  at  the  out-patient 
window.  The  items  dispensed  were  classified  under  the 
following  headings: — 

1.  Preparations  on  which  manipulative  procedures  had 
been  undertaken  in  the  department  (includes  mixtures, 
ointments,  tablets,  eye  drops,  etc..  made  in  department). 

2.  Standard  products  purchased  as  such. 

This  includes  all  stock  tablets,  dressings,  etc.,  which  are 
purchased  in  their  final  state  and  require  only  breaking 
down  in  bulk. 

3.  Proprietary  preparations 

(i.e.,  preparations  obtained  in  their  final  state  and  available 
from  one  source  only). 

There  is  a  general  belief  that  class  3  is  rapidly  overtaking 
class  1  and  that  certainly  classes  2  and  3  together  form  the 
greater  bulk.  Our  figures  were: — 

Class  1    48  per  cent. 

Class  2    ...       ...    30  per  cent. 

Class  3     ...       ...    22  per  cent. 

The  number  of  cases  where  a  proprietary  name  had  been 
used  on  the  prescription  and  an  equivalent  non-proprietary 
article  supplied  amounted  to  1 6  2  per  cent.  If  the  proprie- 
tary articles  had  been  supplied,  that  amount  would  have 
been  distributed  more  in  class  1  than  in  class  2.  When 
priced  by  the  N.H.S.  tariff,  the  average  cost  per  item  came 
to  5s.  2d. — a  figure  corroborated  by  other  hospitals. 

The  labour  of  finding  the  actual  ingredient  cost  and 
overheads  of  each  item  has  so  far  proved  too  much,  but 
it  is  noteworthy  that  at  5s.  2d.  per  item  the  total  annual 
output  of  prescriptions  dispensed  for  out-patients  would 
come  to  more  than  the  present  total  cost  of  drugs,  salaries 
and  wages  of  the  whole  department  if  one  excludes  anti- 
biotics and  anaesthetic  gases,  which  are  used  almost  exclu- 
sively for  in-patients.  The  mathematically  inclined  may 
draw  all  sorts  of  conclusions  from  this,  but  those  of  us  in 
the  hospital  service  know  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  can- 
not afford  to  allow  the  present  staffing  deterioration  to 
continue  much  longer  without  incurring  financial  loss  of 
an  order  much  greater  than  the  cost  of  granting  a  reason- 
able salary  scale.

ANY  BUSINESS  QUESTIONS? 


In  drawing  up  my  will  I  have  been  thinking  of  appoint- 
ing a  close  friend  as  executor.  Is  he  entitled  to  any 
remuneration  for  acting  in  that  capacity? 
A  personal  representative  (an  executor,  or  where  there  is 
no  will,  an  administrator)  is  not  usually  entitled  to  any 
remuneration  for  his  services.  A  will,  however,  may 
authorise  the  payment  of  remuneration.  Even  a  professional 
man  acting  as  executor  may  make  no  charge  for  profes- 
sional or  other  work  if  the  will  does  not  expressly  provide 
for  it,  though  he  may  reclaim  his  out-of-pocket  expenses. 
Both  lay  and  professional  representatives  would  be  entitled 
to  employ  another  professional  man  to  do  the  professional 
work.  Care  must  be  taken  in  phrasing  the  remuneration 
clause  in  a  will  to  cover  all  acts  done  by  an  executor. 
Remuneration,  incidentally,  is  considered  a  legacy,  but  it 
should  be  noted  that  if  any  other  legacy  is  left  to  an  execu- 
tor and  he  is  unwilling  to  act  he  may  lose  it,  unless  it  can 
be  shown  that  the  legacy  is  not  given  to  him  in  his  charac- 
ter as  executor. 

/  believe  I  am  right  in  saying  that,  if  the  value  of  an 
estate  is  less  than  £5,000,  there  is  no  need  to  make 
any  special  will  in  favour  of  a  wife,  since  in  any  case, 
if  there  are  no  children,  she  inherits  the  whole  estate. 
Would  she  be  entitled  to  continue  to  carry  on  a  busi- 
ness? 

Prior  to  the  Intestate  Estates  Act,  1952,  a  spouse  was 
entitled,  apart  from  the  personal  chattels  absolutely,  to  a 
sum  of  £1,000  with  5  per  cent,  interest  and  also  a  life- 
interest  in  one-half  or  the  whole  of  the  residue  of  the 
estate  according  to  wnether  there  were  surviving  sons  or 
daughters  or  grandchildren.  Since  January  1,  1953,  the  sum  has 
been  increased  where  there  are  surviving  offspring  to  £5,000, 
with  interest  at  4  per  cent,  from  the  date  of  death  to  settle- 
ment and  there  is  a  life-interest  in  half  the  residuary  estate. 
It  is  further  increased  to  £20,000  and  half  the  residue  where 
there  is  no  issue  but  where  there  is  a  parent  or  brother  or 
sister  of  the  whole  blood  (that  is,  descended  from  common 
parents).  If  there  is  neither  offspring,  parents,  brothers  or  sis- 
ters of  the  whole  blood,  etc.,  the  whole  of  the  residue  goes  to 
the  spouse.  In  so  far  as  the  estate  still  remains  to  be  distributed, 
whole-blood  and  half-blood  relatives  have  an  interest,  in  a 
specified  order  of  precedence  in  the  estate.  If  a  wife  becomes 
entitled  to  the  entire  estate,  including  the  business,  she  is, 
of  course,  able  to  carry  on  as  owner  of  that  business.  Other- 
wise, an  administrator  may  carry  on  a  business  of  the 
deceased  except  "  for  beneficial  realisation."  Some  special 
arrangement  may  be  made  with  beneficiaries.  In  any  case 
the  making  of  a  will  clearly  bequeathing  all  real  and  per- 
sonal property  including  any  business,  should  simplify 
matters. 

To  save  time  and  trouble,  I  have  estimated  and 
averaged  out  the  tax  deductions  I  should  make  from 
employee's  pay  and  trust  that  it  will  adjust  itself  by 
the  end  of  the  tax  year.  May  I  have  your  comments? 
It  is  not  strictly  correct  to  proceed  in  that  way  as  the  tax- 
deduction  cards  should  be  completed  for  each  wage  pay- 
ment. Should  an  employee  leave,  the  tax  tables  would  have 
to  be  consulted  to  arrive  at  the  P.A.Y.E.  liability  up  to  the 
date  of  termination  of  employment,  and  the  net  tax  deducted 
would  have  to  be  adjusted  to  that  liability  with  the  em- 
ployee also.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  when  a  similar 
adjustment  must  be  made,  the  tax  deduction  cards  should 
be  sent  in  to  the  tax  office  concerned,  together  with  an 
annual  return  that  must  be  completed  showing  particulars 
of  employees  and  the  tax  deducted  from  them.  The  figures 
given  are  compared  with  the  total  remittances  to  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  in  the  year  (as  shown  on  the  remittance 
card).  Any  excess  is  returnable  (or  carried  forward),  and 
any  deficit  must  be  made  good.  By  the  time  the  tax  deduc- 
tion cards  are  properly  completed,  or  the  P.A.Y.E.  return 
attended  to,  employees  may  have  left,  and  that  may  create 
difficulty  in  adjusting  the  tax  due  from  them.  The  Revenue, 
too,  have  officers  who  may  call  upon  any  employer  to 
conduct  an  audit  of  the  wages  or  tax-deduction  records. 


We  have  cashed  a  cheque  for  the  convenience  of  a 
customer  for  whose  business,  which  has  been  formed 
into  a  limited  company,  we  occasionally  supply  goods. 
The  cheque  was  drawn  in  favour  of  the  company  and 
endorsed  over  to  us  against  cash.  To  our  surprise,  the 
cheque  has  been  returned  and  we  are  informed  that  the 
bank   cannot   accept   a   cheque   containing  such  an 
endorsement.  Can  you  explain  this? 
It  is  banking  practice  to  receive  for  collection  cheques  pay- 
able to  a  limited  company  only  for  the  account  of  that 
customer.  In  other  cases,  a  payee  may  endorse  his  cheque 
over  to  another  person  and  no  objection  can  be  raised  on 
that  score.  A  cheque  must  be  endorsed  on  behalf  of  a 
limited  company  by  an  officer  of  the  company  with  the 
proper  and  expressed  authority  to  do  so.  Paying  and  collect- 
ing bankers  respectively  will  be  fully  acquainted  with  the 
signatures  of  those  empowered  to  draw  cheques  and  those 
entitled  to  endorse  them  when  paid  in.  They  will  not  be 
aware  of  the  authority  given  by  third  parties  who  are 
strangers  to  them.  A  signature  by  procuration  ("  p.p.") 
operates  as  notice  that  the  agent  has  limited  authority  to 
sign  and  the  principal  is  only  bound  by  the  signature  of 
the  agent  if  he  was  acting  within  those  limits  of  authority. 
It  is  understandable,  therefore,  that  a  cheque  subjected  to 
the  process  of  negotiation  and  passed  on  with  an  agent's 
endorsement  should  not  be  favourably  regarded  by  a  bank. 

We  have  received  a  form  (PUD)  requiring  a  return 
of  payments,  benefits,  etc.,  to  or  for  directors  and  cer- 
tain employees  for  the  past  tax  year.  It  is  most  com- 
plicated, and  we  are  not  sure  how  to  complete  it.  We 
are  required  to  state  all  sums  paid  away,  for  example, 
by  the  employer  in  satisfaction  of  expenses  incurred  by 
the  director  or  employee.  What  does  that  mean?  In  the 
course  of  their  office  they  are  continually  incurring 
expenses  on  the  company's  behalf. 
A  return  on  form  P.11D  has  to  be  completed  by  a  limited 
company  for  (a)  each  director,  whatever  his  remuneration, 
and  (b)  (if  applicable)  each  employee  whose  gross  emolu- 
ments, inclusive  of  benefits,  are  at  the  rate  of  £2,000  or 
more  a  year.  The  smallness  of  the  company  is  immaterial. 
All  expenses  must  be  included  except  those  within  the  limits 
granted  as  a  dispensation  by  the  Inspector  of  Taxes.  The 
form  has  seven  items  requiring  completion.  The  last  three  of 
them  refer  to  fees  and  bonuses,  etc.,  and  remuneration  from 
which  it  was  not  possible  to  deduct  tax.  Expense  payments 
are  covered  by  the  first  two,  and  benefits  in  kind  and  asset 
transactions  between  company  and  director  by  the  next 
two.  It  is  the  first  two  items  that  are  found  so  bothersome. 
Item  one,  which  brings  in  "  all  sums  paid  to  the  director 
(or  employee)  to  meet  his  expenses  or  to  meet  expenses  of 
the  employer  defrayed  by  him  "  spodights  reimbursements 
in  whole  or  in  part.  Item  two  refers  to  "  all  sums  paid  away 
by  the  employer  in  satisfaction  of  expenses  incurred  by  the 
director  (or  the  employee)."  By  those  forms  of  words  are 
covered  expenses  for  whose  liability  the  director,  etc.,  has 
taken  personal  responsibility  but  which  the  company  has 
met.  The  incurring  of  expenses  would  normally  be  the 
liability  of  the  company.

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  March  23 :  The  markets  were  generally  quiet  during  the  week, 
with  routine  movement  in  a  wide  variety  of  commodities.    An  increased 
interest  was  taken  in  Menthol  for  export,  and  prices  were  firmer  by 
between  one  shilling  and  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  for  the  Chinese  variety. 
Some  of  the  Portuguese  Ergot  on 


the  spot  was  cleared,  whilst  offers  for 
shipment  were  not  forthcoming. 
Offers  of  Jamaican  new-crop  Ginger, 
No.  3,  were  made  for  shipment  at 
282s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  In  Aromatic 
Seeds,  Indian  Celery  fell  by  5s.  a 
cwt.  on  the  spot  without  attracting 
buyers.  For  Honey,  the  market  is 
now  wholly  dependent  upon  Australia 
for  supplies;  Jamaican  has  been 
cleared  on  the  spot  and  the  new  crop 
is  not  yet  ready.  Furthermore  there 
are  no  Argentine  shipments  being 
made.  Germany  has  been  an  active 
buyer  of  honey  recently  both  in 
Australia  and  London.  In  April  the 
United  Kingdom  imported  7,350  cwt. 
of  honey  and  exported  about  40  per 
cent,  of  that  quantity.  Prime  Cape 
Aloes  are  very  short  on  the  spot  still 
and  there  are  no  offers  for  shipment. 
Ipecacuanha  is  in  an  identical  posi- 
tion but  there  was  an  offer  for  the 
usual  varieties  ex  New  York.  Cinna- 
mon quills  for  shipment  were  lower. 

There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  price 
of  silver  during  the  past  week  with 
quotations  rising  from  74^d.  per 
ounce  to  77jd.  following  a  jump  in 
the  New  York  prices.  Silver  nitrate 
rose  to  51|d.  per  ounce  from  49Ad. 
in  consequence.  The  scale  for  small 
lots  of  light  Magnesium  carbonate 
have  been  adjusted  to  incorporate 
higher  packaging  charges;  bulk  rates 
however  are  not  affected. 

Most  of  the  changes  in  the  Essen- 
tial Oils  were  downward.  Cassia  was 
ninepence  per  lb.  lower  and  Ceylon 
Citronella  threepence  lower.  Lemon- 
grass  failed  to  maintain  its  advanced 
level  of  the  previous  week,  and  was 
quoted  one  shilling  per  lb.  lower  for 
shipment.  Chinese  Peppermint  declined 
a  further  sixpence  per  lb.  on  the  spot 
as  quotations  for  shipment  fell  by  2s.

$4  30  per  lb. 
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WORLD  TRADE 

Protection  for  Pakistani  Plastics. — 

Pakistan  is  to  grant  protection  to  its 
plastic  industry  for  a  period  of  three 
years  ending  March  10,  1958.  The 
revenue  import  duties  on  plastic 
combs,  hair-slides  and  grips,  tooth- 
brushes and  soap-boxes,  are  being 
converted  into  protective  import 
duties. 

Venezuelan   Mercury   Deposit. — The 

Venezuelan  Ministry  of  Mines  and 
Hydrocarbons  has  officially  approved 
mercury  deposit  claims  in  which  the 
Venezuelan  Sulphur  Corporation  of 
America  has  an  80  per  cent,  interest. 
The  mercury  deposits  are  situated  in 
western  Venezuela  and  cover  an  area 
of  5,000  acres. 

German  Import  Quotas. — The  Ger- 
man Federal  Office  for  Industrial 
Trade  has  announced  that  the  follow- 
ing goods  may  be  purchased  by  recog- 
nised German  importers  from  the  Uni- 
ted Kingdom:  Tartaric  and  citric  acid 
valued  at  DM  40,000,  and  toilet  pre- 
parations and  perfumery  at  DM 
145,000. 

Greek  Import  Regulations.  — ■  De- 
tails of  new  import  regulations  an- 
nounced by  the  Greek  Ministry  of 
Commerce  have  now  come  to  hand. 
Items  in  the  following  categories  will 
in  future  be  subject  to  a  prepayment 
in  drachmae  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of 
their  value:  Distillates,  perfumery  pro- 
ducts, soap  and  honey. 

Chilean  Sulphur  Shipments.  —  Chile 
is  to  ship  1,000  tons  of  rock  sulphur 
to  West  Germany  and  550  tons  to  Swe- 
den. Meanwhile,  it  is  reported  that 
shipments  of  some  30,000  tons  to  West 
Germany  and  a  similar  quantity  to  the 
United  Kingdom  are  likely  to  be  nego- 
tiated. In  addition,  30,000  tons  of  pow- 
dered sulphur  are  to  be  exported  to 
France  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year. 

Medicines  for  Syria. — All  medicines 
and  medical  products  entering  Syria 
for  the  first  time  must  now  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  issued  bv  the 
Ministry  of  Health  of  the  exporting 
country  to  the  effect  that  the  goods 
concerned  are  permitted  to  be  sold  and 
used  in  that  country.  Medicines  which 
have  been  admitted  freely  into  Syria 
in  the  past  will  not  require  a  certifi- 
cate. 

Trade  Agreements. — Under  a  trade 
and  payments  agreement  between 
Switzerland  and  Indonesia,  valid  until 
December  31,  Switzerland  may  export 
to  Indonesia  pharmaceutical  products 
to  the  value  of  2  7  million  Swiss  francs; 
and  dyes,  to  5  millions.  Indonesian  ex- 
ports to  Switzerland  may  include 
essential  oils  (600,000  francs);  cinchona 
bark  (300,000  francs);  pepper  (800,000 
francs);  and  spices,  other  than  pepper 
(200,000  francs).  —  The  exchange  of 
various  commodities  between  Western 
Germany  and  Rumania  in  1955  has 
been  agreed.  Rumanian  exports  to 
Germany  may  include  alkaloids  and 
crude  drugs  valued  up  to  $750,000, 
and  chemical  products,  $200,000. 

Bunnesc  Open  General  Licence. — 
Burma  has  reintroduced  a  limited 
open  general  licence  for  the  import  of 
thirty-five  commodities  from  countries 
other    than    the    Chinese  Republic, 


Canada,  Newfoundland  and  the  dollar 
area.  Goods  include  medicines  and 
chemicals.  A  week  previously  the 
Government  cancelled  all  o.g.l.  and 
cut  by  50  per  cent,  all  import  licences 
except  for  those  goods  for  private  or 
industrial  use.  An  official  communique 
points  out  that  the  Government's  big 
development  programme  has  used 
some  of  foreign  exchange  reserves — ■ 
the  decline  of  which  has  been  giving 
vent  to  some  expressions  of  concern. 
"  This  expenditure  on  capital  develop- 
ment will  in  time  reduce  current  ex- 
penditure of  foreign  exchange  on  such 
imports  as  pharmaceuticals,  etc.,"  the 
statement  says. 

Trading  Conditions  in  Canada,  1954. 

— According  to  a  report  prepared  by 
the  United  Kingdom  Trade  Commis- 
sioner Service  in  Canada,  output  of 
Canadian  chemicals  increased  by  5  per 
cent,  in  1954  to  about  $900  millions  as 
projects  begun  in  previous  years  came 
into  operation.  Simultaneously,  how- 
ever, the  production  of  newly  completed 
United  States  plants  appeared  on  the 
Canadian  market  and  the  increased 
competition  produced  steady  reductions 
in  the  prices  of  ethylene  glycol,  ethyl 
and  isopropyl  alcohol,  polyethylene, 
phenol,  acetone  and  a  number  of  plasti- 
cisers.  A  $10  5  million  petrochemical 
plant  built  in  1951  was  sold  to  United 
States  interests.  Imports  from  all 
sources  fell  by  about  3  per  cent,  as  the 
range  and  volume  of  Canadian  produc- 
tion (notably  bulk  chemicals  and  raw 
plastics)  increased.  Exports  from  the 
United  Kingdom  fell  less  severely  (from 
£7-0  millions  to  £6  9  millions)  largely 
as  the  result  of  good  sales  in  the  phar- 
maceutical, and  in  the  paint  and  pig- 
ment, trades. 

Anglo-Chinese  Trade. — An  unofficial 
British  trade  mission,  which  has  been 
visiting  China,  has  signed  over  130 
contracts  worth  about  £4  millions  with 
Chinese  State  trading  organisations, 
according  to  the  New  China  News 
Agency.  The  businessmen,  in  a  state- 
ment issued  in  Peking  and  quoted  by 
the  Agency,  said  a  number  of  further 
transactions  were  still  under  discussion. 
The  statement  added  that  a  special 
feature  of  the  visit  was  the  "  significant 
number  of  Chinese  exports  offered "; 
they  included  essential  oils  and  cassia 
bark.  Contracts  concluded  during  the 
visit,  the  statement  said,  provided  for  ex- 
ports from  Britain  of  (among  other 
things)  chemicals,  drugs,  dyestuffs  and 
surgical  and  medical  instruments.  Most 
of  the  British  firms  represented  on  the 
mission  (C.  &  D.,  March  19,  p.  307) 
had  dealt  regularly  with  China  during 
the  past  eighteen  months.  —  In 
accordance  with  arrangements  made 
last  November  by  a  party  of  British 
businessmen  which  visited  Peking 
(C  &  D.,  November  13,  1954,  p.  483), 
another  party  will  arrive  in  Peking  on 
March  30.  It  will  consist  of  represen- 
tatives of  about  fourteen  companies 
(some  of  whom  will  be  joining  the 
group  in  Hong  Kong)  and  is  expected 
to  remain  in  the  Chinese  capital  for 
two  or  three  weeks.  Among  others,  the 
party  will  include  representatives  of 
the  following  companies:  Arnhold 
Trading  Co.,  Ltd.,  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.,  and  Mav  &  Baker, 
Ltd.
